FORGING CLERGYMEN’S NAMES TO 
HELP BLAINE. 
NO CIRCULAR ADOPTED BY THE BUFFALO 
MINISTERS’ ASSOCIATION REGARDING 
GOV. CLEVELAND’S CHARACTER, _ 


Kineston, N. Y., Oct. 81.—About two 
weeks ago the Kingston Freeman, the Blaine 
Republican organ in this city, together with 
scores of similar newspapers throughout the 
country, published a statement that the mem- 
cers of the Buffalo Association of Ministers had 
issued a circular in which they strongly de- 
nounced the Democratic candidate for President. 
The following, which will appear in the Leader 
to-morrow morning, speaks for itself: 

Editor of the Kingston Leader: 

Dear Sir: Will you kindly publish the in- 
closed communication in the Leader at your 
earliest convenience? I sent the article to the 
editor of the Freeman and requested its publi- 
cation in the interest of truth and justice, but [ 
have failed to secure its insertion, and, therefore,

Editor of the Kingston Daily Freeman: 

DEAR Sir: In your issue of Tuesday, Oct. 14, 
you published an article on the first page con- 
taining the following paragraph: ‘The nem- 
bers of the Buffalo Association of Ministers have 
issued a circular in which they state that evi- 
dence has been laid before them which unan- 
Bwerably impeached not only the past, 
but also the more recent morality of 
Mr. Cleveland, as respects both temper- 
ance and_ chastity.” Then you gave a 
list of 30 prominent clergymen, all of whom 
joined in this statement. Wishing to learn the 
truth on so important a matter, I determined to 
investigate, and accordingly wrote to a number 
of these ministers, and received from them the 
following statements in reply. One of them 
writes: “I am not aware that the min- 
isters’ meeting of Buffalo has given any 
Btatements respecting Mr. Cleveland’s char- 
acter. I have never authorized the 
use of my name in giving such documents as 
you refer to to the public.”’ Another states: 
‘The members of the Buffalo Association of 
Ministers, as au association, have not issued any 
circular, nor will they entertain political ques- 
tions at all... Yet another replies: **I did not 
sign my nameto sucha circular. I do not know 
how my name came there. The members of the 
Buffalo Association of Ministers did not indorse 
the investization—that is, the investigation of 
the Rev. Dr. Ball, of Buffalo. That is not the 
business of the association. Weare nota polit- 
ical body; weare ministersof the Gospel.” A 
fourth adds: “The Buffalo mimsters’ meeting 
has expressed no opimion in reference to Mr. 
Clevelana’s personal character, and has made no 
{investigation of it. it has resolutely refused to 
do anything of the kind. I repeat, the Buffalo 
ministers’ meeting has taken no action, has 
expressed no opinion, bas made no investi- 
gation in reference to Mr. _ Cleveland.” 
And finally, a prominent Presbyterian 
clergyman, positively affirms: ‘*To tne best of 
my knowledge and belief, the printed statement 
forwarded by you—that is, the article of the 
Freeman of Oct. 14—is absolutely contrary to 
the facts. The Buffalo Association of Ministers 
has done nothing of the kind. I have never 
joined in any such statement, and the use of my 
nameinthis way and connection is withouta 
shadow of authority and without the phantom 
of afacttosupport it. It is a great pity that 
this new erroneous statement should have gained 
currency. You may safely and unequivocally 
deny the statement.” 

The persons whom I addressed are Baptist, 
Methodist, Presbyterian, and Episcopal clergy- 
men of the highest standing, all of them among 
the 30 ministers whose names appeared in the 
Freeman as signers of the circular impeach- 
ing Gov. Cleveland’s personal character. 
More than this, all of them are plainly 
political opponents of Gov. Cleveland. One 
ot them closes his letter with the foll@wing 
emphatic declaration: ‘* it may give some addi- 
tional weight to what I have said if 1 add that I 
am an unflinching Republican and an earnest 
supporter of Mr. Blaine.” In the interest of 
truth and right, will you kindly publish this 
communication, and thus help to correct the 
false impression made by the former erroneous 
statements ?

NOT AFRAID OF TARIFF REFORM. 
A REPUBLICAN MANUFACTURER WHO 
THINKS A CHANGE IS NEEDED. 
Conogs, N. Y., Oct. 31.—The Hon. David 
J. Johnston, a Republican and ex-Mayor of this 
city, 18 a part owner and Superintendent of the 
Harmony Mills, the largest cotton mills in the 
United States, where nearly 500 people are em- 
ployed. Mr. Johnston was asked to-day what 
would be the effect of a reduction in the tariff, 
and if he thought that business would be jeopar- 
dized in consequence of Democratic accession 
to power, and a possible reduction of the tariff. 
He said: “I believe a reduction in the tariff 
would not be calamitous, but I believe that the 
tariff question doesn’t enter into the present 
canvass inany manner. A short time ago I re- 
ceived a pamphlet in which the theory of high 
tariff wasset forth at great iength, and the person 
from whom I received it suggested that it would 
be an excellent document to placein the hands 
of the employes of the milis. I took exception 
to his theory. and wrote him the reason why 
free trade is at the present an utter impossibil- 
ity, because, to run this Government $400,000,000 
is reyuired annually, and this must be raised 
fijom imports, as the people will never submit to 
afrect taxation for the support of the Govern- 
ment. I believe that a tariif for revenue only is 
the primary thing to which a tariff 
ebould be applied, and the expenses of 
the Government for some time to come 
will be sufficiently large to cause a 
protective tariff to be placed on foreign goods. 
A high tariff l regard as being injurious rather 
an beneticial to industries. Ail outside com- 
petition being excluded a false stiraulus is given 
to the unduly protected industries, and more in- 
dustries are started than are required, and asa 
consequence the markets become overstocked 
and manuiactories fare closed and wages 
reduced. There is now accumulating in the 
United States Treasury millions and millions 
of doilars, and the people are compelled to 
pay atariffon raw materials, little or none of 
which is produced here. Take for instance the 
felt of which hats are made. It cannot be pro- 
duced in this country, yet there is a high tariff 
ou it. In such casesas this, the tariff should be 
immediately revised, and such a revision with a 
very great reduction, if not an entire abolition 
of the internal revenue, would soon reduce the 

surplus revenue complained of. 

“Our facilities for manufacturing are so good 
at present that sucha reduction of the tariff as 
is necessary would have no etfect upon wages. 
The working people of Massachusetts have re- 
ceived, when they could get work, 20 per cent. 
more wages than the peopie at the same work in 
Georgia, and between the wages of the people in 
Rhode Island and New-Hampshire there is full as 

rreat a difference. This is certainly not caused 

y tariff. The operatives in the cotton mills of 
Lowell are to-day receiving less wages per piece 
than the operatives in the English cotton mills. 
Ican receive iron in tidewater to-day from the 
Pittsburg manufacitories for 1 8-10 cents per 
pound, and the duty on the same iron is 1 cent 

rpound. Theiron market is overstocked, yet 
t is plain that it is not caused by foreign compe- 
tition. Asan evidence that high tariff and high 
wages do not go hand in hand, look at Ger- 
many, the workmen in which country receive 
smaller wages than in free trade Engiand. 
In France, where there is a tariff, there 
are also low wages, and in Spain, 
in which the tsriff is higher than 
in any other country, the wages are lower than 
in any other country. The tariff in this country 
at present, in many instances, more than pro- 
hibits. Bessemer steel, upon which there is a 
very high duty, can be manufactured here very 
nearly as cheaply as it can be manufactured 
abroad, yet there isa high duty on that article. 
A high tariff also fosters monopoly. That -we 
can produce goods as cheaply as other countries 
is evidenced by the tact that some of our cotton 
cloth is being sent to China,a market supplied 
by all countries. Our present tariff is a war tariff, 
fixedso as to providefor the expenses of the 








War. 

** Relative to the Morrison tariff bill.fof which 
50 much has been said, it is precisely the same as 
the Morrill tariff bill introduced at the second 
jast Congress. Some people seem to think that 
the President has the power of changing the 
tariff, forgetting that Congress is the power by 
which changes in the tariff are made. Itisa 
singular fact, in view of the Republicans’ argu- 
ments, that during 1879 and 1880, the first time in 
@ number of years that the Democrats had 
contro! of Congress, business was more suc- 
cessful than for 10 or 12 years before. We have 
a high tariff now, and yet during the past year 
industries were never more depressed, and at 
present wages are being reiuced everywhere. 

“I believe in ousting the Republicans because I 
believe the retention in power of one party for 
too great a time wil! result in creating an oligar- 
chy. Thepresent depression in business is caused,I 
think, by there being too much money in circu- 
lation. People will draw their money from se- 
curities from which they can obtain little or no 
interest and engage in manufacturing, and the 
consequence is, in a short time the market be- 
comes Overstocked, as at present, and the manu- 
factories are closed and people are thrown out 
of employment.”

STILL ROBBING THE CLERKS. 
THE SQUEEZING COMMITTEE TO RECEIVE 
BLOOD MONEY UP TO ELECTION DAY. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—No more business 
than is absolutely necessary has been done in the 
Government departments for several days, and 
there will be no increase in the work for another 
week. Hundreds of clerks have already left for 
their homes, and hundreds more will go between 
now and Monday night. Ostensibly all have 
gone to vote for the speckled candidate, 
but in reality some of them will have 
the courage to vote for Gov. Cleveland. 


Some of the clerks are glad to go. Many 
more would have been glad to take their full 
yacations during the hot weather, but they felt 
it would not be wise to stay here.on election day. 
So they saved enough ot their regular leaves of 
absence to be away during the first week of No- 
vember. Despite the deserted appearance of 
the departments, the Clapp-Raum squeezing 
committee will keep the contribution box open 
until election morning, and clerks who have 
dared thus far to keep their money in their own 

ockets will be importuned while the committee 
asts. The committee is quite as willing to take 
the money of the female clerks as of the men. 
Blaine’s evening organ joyfully announces that 
“yesterday was ladies’ day’? at the committee 
headquarters, and that during the day an almost 
constant stream of ladies made contributions to 
the party fund. 

As the campaign nears itsend every possible 
means is employed to ftilch from the clerks’ 
pockets, The Post asserts that employes in the 

atent Office are receiving this gentle reminder: 
“Information received from the National Re- 
—— Committee expresses surprise that the 
Patent Office has done so little to aid the party 
in the present campaign. Aid is now very 
urgently needed, Responsible persons are au- 
thorized and desired to lay the matter privately 
before you, and for this purpose invite you to 
meet them at the rooms of the Illinois and Maine 
Association, No. 631 F-street, Northwest, on 
Monday, the 27th inst., between the hours of 10 
A. M. and 4 P. M., or 6and 9 P. M.”’ 

The Civil Service law and the letters written 
by the Civil Service Commissioners have influ- 
enced some clerks to decline to meet the de- 
mands of the squeezing committee, and have 
largely reduced the total contributions from the 
amount given in former years. The Blaine lead- 
ers, however, have been unusually prolific and 
inventive in schemes to bleed the clerks without 
technically violating the law. 


THE OUTLOOK IN INDIANA. 
GOV. HENDRICKS HAS NO DOUBT IT WILL 


VOTE FOR CLEVELAND, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 31.—Mr. Hendricks 
came home from Shelbyville last evening, 
where he spoke to several thousand people dur- 
ing the afternoon. The meeting was smaller 
than those he has always had at his old home in 
former years, but this is easily accounted for in 
the fact that the barbecue, or Sept. 25, was ar- 
ranged largely in his honor, and he was the 
chief drawing card, although he was compelled 
to alter his plans at the last moment, and go to 
Ohio, where he believed he could do the most 
good. A call upon Mr. Hendricks soon after 
his arrival found his residence thronged 
with prominent Democrats, who were anx- 
ious to pay their respects and to 
consult with him relative to party matters. He 
was in excellent spirits and health, despite the 
fatigue of 10 days of constant canvassing. In a 
brief conversation with THE TIMES’s correspond- 
ent the Governor said: ** The requirements of 
the Compeign upon me have been much greater 
than I had anticipated. There seems to bean 
unprecedented interest in the coming election, 
and I have found large outpourings of people 
everywhere, and all were enthusiastic and in 
earnest. The Democrats are universally sanguine 
of victory. For my own part I feel no appre- 
hension. Indiana is certainly a Democratic 
State.” 
Gov. Hendricks spent Wednesday in Illinois, 
speaking at Springfield, where he had an unusu- 
ally large and fine meeting. Upon being asked 
concerning the outlookinthe ‘*‘ Sucker State” 
he replied that the indications, so far as he was 
able to observe them, pointed clearly to the 
election of Carter Harrison and to other hand- 
some Democratic gains. 

Mr. Hendricks was solicitous touching the 
rumors that Indiana was to be fiooded with 
Deputy United States Marshals on election 
day, and when informed that Gen. Foster 
has announced his intention to appoint 
such Deputies for Indianapolis and new 
Albany, he said: “Dothe citizens who petition 
for their appointment make oaths that they are 
needed to protect the ballot? If they do, they 
swear to an untruth. Iam surprised that there 
should be a demand for them in a city so largely 
Republican as Indianapolis. If these Deputies 
are armed, as they were in Ohio, and death 
should result, it would beastain on the Com- 
monwealth; it would bea wicked crime.” He 
expressed the belief that Republicans generally, 
as wellas Democrats, were opposed to the inno- 
vation. Mr. Hendricks went to Marion to-day, 
and will close his canvass in Northern Indiana 
to-morrow. 

Gov. Hendricks to-day delivered speeches at 
different places in the northern part of the 
State. At Kokomo he was received by an iim- 
mense crowd, estimated at 10,000 persons. After 
a short speech he left for Marion, where he 
addressed a large audience, estimated at 20,000 
people. From Marion Gov. Hendricks proceed- 
edto Bluffton,and alsospoke at Warren and 
Decatur. His receptions were, he said, the finest 
he had ever received. 


TO 
HOW THEY HURT BLAINE’S CAUSE. 

Lincoxy, Ill., Oct. 31.—‘* Rum, Roman- 
ism, and Rebellion” are three words that will 
cost the Republican Party here all the Irish 
votes they would have received had not these 
words been used by the spokesman for the min- 
isters who called on Mr. Blaine in New-York, 


There are a large number of Irishmen here, and 
some of them had long since declared their in- 
tention of voting for Blaine. They are now in- 
censed over this matter and an indignation meet- 
ing is being arranged for and will probably be 
held at the Court House to-morrow evening. 

The Prohibitionists of Lincoln are much ex- 
ercised over the action of the Trustees uf the 
First Methodist Episcopal Church of this city 
in making the members of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union discontinue their 
prayer meeting there on Wednesday. The mem- 
bers of the union say that all the Trustees acting 
in the matter were Republicans, and that it was 
done through political prejudices, and that their 
action will lose the Republican Party 100 votes 
in this county. The ladies will all go to the 
polls next Tuesday and make an open fight for 
the Prohibition ticket. 


DENOUNCING HIS PARTY’S NOMI- 
NEE. 

ScRANTON, Penn., Oct. 31.—Col. Henry 
M. Boies, the Republican delegate to Chicago 
and President of the Dickson Manufacturing 
Company, has published a trenchant letter in to- 
night’s Scranton Truth denouncing the can- 
didacy of J. A. Scranton, the Republican nom- 
inee for Congress. The letter is published in 


reply to a communication trom Attorney Alian 
H. Dickson, of Wilkesbarre, which apgeared in 
Wednesday afternoon’s issue of the same paper, 
criticising Scranton’s methods, and has fallen 
like a thunderbolt among the local bosses. 
Col. Boies says that Scranton offensively 
obtruded himself in his paper before 
the public as an aspirant for. the 
nomination when he was not wanted. It was 
generally supposed that Col. Boies, although not 
an enthusiastic admirer ot Scranton, would vote 
for him, but to-night’s letter has dispelled that 
illusion and created a genuine sensation. Col. 
Boies stands high in the community. He is a 
graduate of Yale, and until recently was com- 
mander of the Thirteenth Regiment, one of the 
crack organizations of the Pennsylvania National 
Guard. Heisat the present time President of 
the leading Blaine and Logan Club of Scranton, 
and his action has fairly paralyzed the machine 
politicians.

ITHACA INDEPENDENTS. 

Irnaca, N. Y., Oct. 31.—The all-absorb- 
ing topic of conversation on the streets to-day 
was the independent Republicans’ appeal to the 
voters of Ithaca.

RESULT OF MINISTER FOSTER’S 
NEGOTIATIONS. 

A NEW COLONIAL AND TARIFF POLICY 
MARKED OUT FOR SPAIN—MUCH OPPO- 
SITION PREDICTED IN THE CORTES, 

Lonpon, Oct. 31.—A dispatch to the 
Standard from Madrid says: ** At a meeting of 
the Cabinet Council yesterday, presided over by 
King Alfonso, Sefior J. de Eiduayen, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, submitted for consideration the 
conditions agreed upon between United States 
Minister Foster and Sefior Albacete, the Spanish 
Commissioner, for a special treaty of commerce 
with America. This treaty would be the start- 
ing point for a new colonial and tariff policy in 
the Spanish West Indies. It wouldopen the 
Castilian colonies to American competition 
against Spanish imports, but it would also ad- 
mit Cuba and Porto Rico into the Zollverein 
which America is gradually forming with Mex- 
ico and the other Spanish-speaking countries 
around the Gulf of Mexico and in Central 
America, on the basis ot reciprocal concessions 
and discriminating duties, to exclude European 
competition. Canada, the British West Indies, 
and the Central American republics will re- 
ceive the same advances from Yankee diplo- 
macy soon. 

The special Hispafio-American convention 
stipulates that its advantages shall apply only 
to trade between the United States and Cuba 
and Porto Rico which is carried on under the 
American and the Spanish flags respectively. By 
its terms America will admit sugars, molasses, 
and raw tobacco free of all duty, and the duty 
on other articles imported from the West Indies 
will be reduced. Spain will place American flour 
and cereals imported into her colonies upon the 
same footing as those imported from Spain, and 


will make a large reduction in the duties on 
cattle, salt, {fresh fish, and all but a very few 
American manufactured goods. Spain will also 
suppress the consular tonnage duties which are 
now levied at American ports, and promises, fur- 
ther, to reform the Custom House, harbor, and 
sanitary regulations and fines in her colonies. 
Only a strong Government like that of Sefior 
Canovas del Castillo, with docile majorities in 
both houses of Parliament, could venture to at- 
tempt such a departure from the prevailing Cas- 
tilian ideas of colonial policy and from the old 
syrtem of protective tariffs. A convention is 
likely to meet with much opposition in the 
Cortes. 


EL MAHDI’S REBELLION. 
Catro, Oct. 31.—A dispatch from Sarass 
reports that a Canadian voyageur named Louis 
has been drowned there in the Nile. 
An Official of the Kababbish (Arab) tribe states 
that Gen. Gordon recently repulsed an attack by 
the Mahdi’s troops on Amderman, opposite 


Khartoum. This telegram dispels the uneasi- 
ness arising from the absence of news. 

It is rumored that the rebels have captured an 
English reconnoitreing party, which was 
mounted on dromedaries, south of Dongola, 

The defect in the commisszriat is owing to the 
difficulty in making the portages of the Nile so 
as to avoid the cataracts. This will cause a 
postponement of the main advance trom Wady 
Halfa until the middle of December. 


Lonvon, Oct. 31.—Col. Burnaby, in a re- 
cent speech, described Sir Evelyn Wood and Sir 
Evelyn Baring as the two greatest evils in Egypt, 
and said if Sir Evelyn Baring’s silly counsels 
were followed they would lead to the destruction 
of the British expedition for the relief of Khar- 
toum. Sir Evelyn Wood has forwarded a reply 
from Wady Haifa, in which he says: ** Burnaby, 
to whose wild words my attention has been 
drawn, is sulliciently well known to discredit 
any cause that he may advocate, and I do not 
think his opinions will materially intiuence En- 
glishmen,”’ 

Paris, Noy. 1.—Olliver Pain, a French 
newspaper reporter, has arrived safely at the

CHINESE WAR OPERATIONS. 

LONDON, Oct. 31.—Chinese advices state 
that the blocking of the Woosung River, on 
which Shanghai stands, and the massing of 
troops in the vicinity of Shanghai and. Pekin 
are still going on. 

Parts, Oct. 31.—The Journal des Débats 
denies that France is legally at war with China. 
It contends, therefore, that England has no 
reason to forbid French vessels to revictual at 
Hong Kong. 

Chinese advices, via Shanghai, state that despite 
the blockade two steamers have landed Chinese 
troops ana war munitions at Tai-Wan, on the 
southwest coast of Formosa. The Chinese fieet 
which has been anchored in the river Yang-Tsi 
has been ordered to proceed to Formosa to suc- 
cor the Chinese commander Liu. The French 
man-of-war Triomphante has sailed from Saigon 
(Cochin China) for Ke-Lung, to join Admiral 
Courbet’s fleet. 

The French Government has sent an official 
representative to Corea to watch the interests of 
Frenchmen there, as German influence predomi- 
nates now in that country.

Lonpon, Oct. 31. — Mrs. Weldon, the 
famous litigant, has been committed to prison 
for contempt of court.

having made false attidavits. 

Lord Randolph Churchill has accepted the 
nomination to the Rectorship of Aberdeen Uni- 
versity. ; 

Henry R. Cassel, a New-York electrician, has 
lately been exhibiting a new process of treat- 
ment of refractory gold ores, which has created 
considerable excitement among mining men and 
scientists, This process was to-night the subject 
of an interesting lecture by Dr. Atcherley. The 
ores need no roasting, and the gold is extracted 
by means of nascent chlorine generated by elec- 
trolyzing common salt. The addition of lime 1s 
necessary to prevent other metals being dis- 
solved. A six-months’ trial on a large scale has 
resulted in a wealthy syndicate purchasing the 
invention for $300,000. 

The official invitations to the Congo confer- 
ence at Berlin fix the dav of meeting for Novy. 
12. The assistant delegates will hold a 
prefatory meeting on Nov. 8. England, 
France, and Germany have aiready agreed 
upon the leading points of the programme, and 
the adhesion thereto by the other powers is ex- 
pected to be obtained without any prolonged 
discussion. Prince Bismarck will preside at the 
opening and closing of the conference, but will 
not be present during the debates that may arise.

It is officially promulgated from the Vatican 
that the Pope never mentioned to Bishop O’Far- 
rell that he desired that Ireland should be freed 
from the rule of the British Government. 

The Propaganda has received advices from the 
Province of Canton that many Catholic chapels 
had been sacked and destroyed, 200 houses of 
Christians were pillaged and burned, women 
were outraged, and men tortured for refusing 
to participate in Chinese religious rites. Two 
bishops, 30 missionaries, and 700 Catholic refugees 
have arrived at Hong Kong.

A HURRICANE IN THE BAHAMAS. 


DISASTERS TO VESSELS AT SEA AND MANY 
LIVES LOST, 

A letter from Nassau, New-Providence, 
dated Oct. 24, says: ‘‘A heavy storm reaching 
the proportions of a hurricane, swept over the 
easterly part of the Bahamas from the 10th to 
the 16th inst., causing considerable damage to 
growing crops and fruit plantations on some 
parts of the islands, as well as disasters to ships 
atsea. A number of vessels engaged in spong- 
ing and inter-insular commerce are known to 
have been lost, while accidents to foreign ship- 


ping are being reported. The American tern 
schooner Jonathan Knight, of Philadelphia, 
Malloy, master, which sailed from that port on 
the 6th bound for New-Orleans, with a cargo of 
coal, encountered the gale off Abaco, and her 
steering apparatus getting out ot order, she 
went upon tne reef at Palmetto Point, Eleu- 
thera, at midnight of the 15th, and became a 
total wreck. Her boats were stove in, her masts 
and rigging went by the board, and all but two 
of her crew were drowned. Thomas Severt, sec- 
ond mate, and Anders Petersen, a seaman, man- 
aged to reach shore on the cover of a hatch. 
The names of the lost are: Malloy, master; 
James Malloy. (son of the Captain,) mate; stew- 
ard, name unknown, and seamen Martin Floyd, 
August Hogan, and John Neilson. Only one 
body, that of the mate, James Malloy, has been 
recovered. It was at once buried. 

**On the 16th inst. the stern portion'of a schoon- 
er came ashore about six miles north of Green 
Turtle Bay, Abaco, and from letters upon the 
woodwork there is little doubt that it is a part 
of the schooner San Blas, of Baltimore, a vessel 
engaged in the fruit trade and owned by Henry 
Brothers, of that city. The adjacent beach was 
strewn with cocoanuts, probably a part of the 
vessel’s cargo. Nothing has been heard of her 
crew. 

“The 380-ton tern schooner F. A. Server, of 
Philadelphia, Capt. Spaidwin, with a cargo of 
coal from Baltimore for Aspinwall, sprung 
a leak and was abandoned at sea off Harbor 
Island on the morning of the lith inst. The 
Captain and crew reached Dunmoretown at 4 P. 
M. on the same day in the ship’s boat. 

“The bark Seud, of New-York, Sawyer, master, 
from Georgetown, Demerara, to New-York, in 
ballast, experienced heavy weather on the l4th 
and 15th, and arrived at Nassau on the 2ist under 
jurymasts, having lost all her spars in the gale 
in latitude 27° 30’ longitude 72° 30’. During the 
gale George Williams, one of the crew, was 
washed overboard and lost. The vesselis con- 
signed to Messrs. Darling & Co.’( 


THE POPE AND THE IRISH. 
TRENTON, N. J.,. Oct. 31.—A telegram 
from Rome was published to-day to the effect 
that the Pope had sent a message to Bishop 
O’Farrell of the Diocese of Trenton, who has re- 
cently returned from Rome, demanding an ex- 


planation of a statement of his published in the 
newspapers that * his Holiness assured him that 
he felt sympathy for the Irish people, and he 
hoped that they would soon be able to free 
themselves from the Government of England.” 
Bishop O’ farrell said to a TIMES representative 
that he did not believe there was any truth in 
the telegrum. He had received no cablegram 
from the Pope. 
“ The telegram from here,’’ the Bishop said, 
“is not a correct report of my remarks, What 
I said last Sunday in the cathedral was that the 
Pope took a vreat interest in Ireland and loved 
her people dearly. That the notion that he op- 
posed the late agitation in the Emerald Isle was 
erroneous, and that, in point of fact, he had de- 
clared to me his belief in Ireland’s rights and 
the justice of her efforts to assert and 
maintain them. This, as you may well observe, 
is materially different from tbe language of the 
dispatch. It could not be expected that the 
Pope would declare himself so positively against 
England. There are many sincere Irishmen, you 
know, who do not themselves aspire to the ab- 
solute freedom of Ireland. Her legislative inde- 
pendence would be all that they would desire. 
Vith that light thrown on the subject any one 
can see how unreasonable it would be to sup- 
pose I would make the statement imputed to me 
in the public press.” 





MURDER IN THE SECOND DEGREE. 
LANCASTER, Penn., Oct. 31.—George Smith, 
charged with the murderof Henry Struck, in 
Columbia, on Oct. 15, 1883, this morning, while 
the jury was being impaneled, withdrew his plea 


of not guilty and entered a pleaof guilty of 
murder in the second degree. Counsel for the 
Commonwealth said they were satisfied with the 
plea. Sentence was deferred. In the case of 
Winfield Smith, charged with murder, in the 
same case,a verdict of not guilty was taken, 
On the night of Oct. 15 Henry Struck re- 
ceived wounds which resulted in his death early 
on the morning following. It appears that bad 
feeling existed between the Struck brothers and 
Smith brothers for some time previous to that 
date. On Oct. 15 the Smith boys were drunk, 
and were heard to say they were going to Kitch- 
enptown after the Strucks. Eariy on that even- 
ing the younger brother of Henry Struck was 
assaulted by the Smiths. Near midnight aloud 
noise was made opposite the residence of Henry 
Struck. He thought his father, who was con- 
stable of the ward, was having some trouble 
with a party of roughs, and he got out of bed 
and went down stairs and across the street. 
The Smith brothers were there, and Henry was 
stabbed by George Smith. Winfield was in the 
vicinity, but did not take part in the stabbing. 








ABDUCTING HIS DAUGHTER. 

NEw-HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 31.—A bold 
case of abduction occurred here last evening. 
Three men called at the residence of Dr. E. J. 
Toof, No. 126 Wall-street, and, when the servant 
opened the door, made a rush for the dining 
room, where Mrs. Toof and her daughter and 
Mrs. Rollin C. Reeves and ber daughter were at 


supper. Mrs. Reeves recognized one of the men 
as her husband, from whom she had separated. 
She immediately seized her daughter, who is only 
6 years of age, and tricd to escape with her, but 
the husband seized her, and after a desperate 
struggle, during which Mrs. Reeves was knocked 
down, secured possession of the child. Assisted 
by his accomplices, who had prevented any 1n- 
terference, he placed the child in a carriage and 
drove rapidly toward the outskirts of the city. 
This is his second abduction of the child. About 
two months ago he took her to Massachusetts, 
but was arrested and forced to return her to her 
mother. 





STEEL MOLDING SAND. 
ScHENECTADY, N. Y., Oct. 31.—On the 
farm of Jobn Snyder, six miles from South 
Schenectady, a large deposit of steel molding 
sand has been discovered. Experts have visited 
the locality and pronounce it to be the fixest in 


the United States. The supply is almost inex- 
haustible. A large steel manufacturing concern 
in the East has ordered a large quantity of the 
sand, and six teams are now compos drawing 
it from the bank to the station. he West Shore 
Railroad will probably construct a branch to the 
deposit.

RANKS TO BE IN LINE. 
GIVING THE FINAL ORDERS FOR THE CLEVE- 
LAND DEMONSTRATION OF THE BUSINESS 
MEN OF THE CITY. 


Everywhere down town yesterday the: 


deepest interest was taken in the great Cleveland 
and Hendricks parade to-day, and there wasa 
general preparation for turning out. The final 
arrangements were completed, and Grand Mar- 
shal Gen. John B, Woodward issued the follow- 
ing order for the government of the organiza- 
tions taking part: 
HEADQUARTES GRAND MARSHAL, 
STEVENS HousE, NEW-YORK, Oct. 30, 1884. 

The general plan of the Business Men’s Cleveland and 
Hendricks Clubs, on Saturday, Nov. 1, is as follows: 

The column will be formed in two divisions, the 
headquarters of one being in the immediate vicinity of 
the Produce Exchange ana that of the other at the 
corner of Worth-street and Broadway. 

The division formed near the Produce Hxchange will 
be in charge of KE. D. Neustadt, Esq., Assistant Grand 
Marshal, and will leave the corner of Beaver-street 
and Broadway (the Stock Exchange Club leading) at 
3:15 o’clock precisely, moving up Broadway to Worth- 
street, when it will halt untilthe division formed at 
that point has moved out into Broadway. The two al- 

proceed underthe command of the 
Grand Marshal to Thirteenth-street,to Fifth-avenue, 
tothe Worth monument, at which point Goy. Grover 
Cleveland will be stationed to review the parade. 
Marshals of each organization will continue to march 
up Fifth-avenue to the neighborhood of 'Thirty-fourtn- 
street, where they will turn to the right or left into a 
convenient cross street and dismiss their commands, 
cautioning them not to congregate on the avenue or at 
the reviewing stand in such numbers as to impede the 
march of the remainder of the column. 

Ali organizations will be tormed by their Marshals 
at the proper rendezvous in sections of 12 men, includ- 
ing guides, with an officer in command of each; then 
marched to the point designated by the Grand Ma shal 
to enter the column, on reaching which they will be 
closed in mass on the — section, resuming proper 
distance between sections while being moved into the 
generai column on Broadway. 

The Marsha! of each organization will send promptly 
to these headquarters the name and address of one of 
his members for appointment as special aide and to 
represent the organization on the statf of the Grand 
Marshal. 

The following section of chapter 590 of the Laws of 
the State of New-York is published forthe informa- 
tion of Marshals. 

“ Section 1.—No procession or parade shall use any 
street upon the surface of which isa railway track or 
tracks; and the free passage of cars upon railway 
tracks shall not be interfered with by the formation, 
halt, or march of any procession or parade, or of the 
persons composing it. Whenever any procession shall 
tind it necessary to march across a railway track, the 
pocwoe. of said procession which, in so marching, is 

ikely to stop the passage of any car or cars upon said 
track, shall come to a hait inorder to permit said car to 
proceed.” 

The route is so arranged as not to march along any 
street having railroad tracks, but it crosses them at 
several points, and Marshals will direct their subordi- 
nate commanders to afford cars the fullest freedom of 
movement, so there may be no blocking of traffic. 
This can be done by marking time while a car is pass- 
ing and resume p.oper distance by quickening the step 
for a few paces, 

Upon receipt of request to that eftect, the Grand 
Marshal will locate the place at which the applying or- 
ganization will fall into the column.

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RATES CUT BY THE CENTRAL. 


BEGINNING OF A POLICY INTENDED TO 
FORCE A SETTLEMENT. 


The New-York Central Railroad yester- 
day took its first direct step in: the railway war 
by reducing its rates to Chicago to $15 for first- 
class tickets and $14 for second class. This action 
has been expected for some time, as the road had 
not been getting its share of the business West, 
much of the travel, which is very light, going by 
the Erie, Lackawanna, and West Shore, owing to 
the differential reduction of $1 50. Assoon asthe 
New-York Central’s announcement was made 
public the agents of the three roads mentioned 
immediately reduced their rates to $13 50 and 
$12 50, the brokers, of course, following 
suit. The reductions apply to Chicago and 
points beyond, rates to the interior places, as 
Detroit, Cincinnati, and Indianapolis, remaining 
unchanged. This decisive step by the Central is 
regarded as the beginning of a policy intended 
to force the issue between the warring roads to 
asettlement. It is intimated that the rates will 
be lowered as often as may be necessary to bring 
about the result aimed at, viz.: the adoption of 
arule by all the roads with direct connections 
to Chicago, requiring a uniform rate of fare and 
the abolition of the differential allowance made 
under the rules of the old pool agreements by 
the Pennsylvania and New-York Central to the 
other roads. 

The Pennsylvania made no change during the 
day, the decision on this point having to be 
made at the general office in Philadelphia. Un- 
less rates go lower than now made, it is likely 
this road will maintain its rate, as it claims that 
it is getting a fair share of the current business, 
travelers apparently being willing to pay the 
difference charged, as the equivalent of the ac- 
commodations provided. Should there be any 
considerable cut from ruling rates, the Penn- 
sylvania will probabiy take part in the struggle 
and protectitself. 

Among the brokers the announcement of the 
reduction by the New-York Central was re- 
ceived with satisfaction, as their business has 
been injured by their adherence to the unwrit- 
ten compact which they have observed with the 
roads since the beginning of the warfare. While 
they have been selling tickets at the same rates 
as those charged by the roads, much of the busi- 
ness has gone direct to the latter. They yester- 
day decided to no longer adhere to the agree- 
ment, and beginning to-day they will return to 
their old custom and undersell the rates fixed 
by the roads. This was done yesterday in regard 
to tickets toall interior points, the cut aver- 
aging $1 from the schedule rates. Late in the 
afternoon they openly sold New-York Central 
tickets at $14. That this will lead to further re- 
ductions by the roads is certain, and the situation 
is one in which changes are likely to be made 
almost from day to day. Nochanges in local 

rates were made by the Central or West Shore, 
but if material reductions are made in the 


through rates local rates will undoubtedly be 
affected also. 





A BANK BOOKKEEPER’S PECULATIONS. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 31.—About two weeks ago 
J. J. Baillie, a: bookkeeper in the employ of the 
National Bank of America, was discharged for 
drunkenness and gambling propensities. It has 
since been discovered that he had falsified his 
accounts, and had appropriated to his own use 
in the neighborhood of $6,000 of the bank’s 
money. Uptothe time of his discharge Baillie 
had been for two years in the employ of the 
bank. Hewas only 20 years of age, but being 
industrious and energetic, he was taken into the 
confidence of the officers to some extent, 
and shortly held the position of bookkeeper. 
Less than a year ago the Directors discovered 
that Baillie had contracted bad habits, such as 
gambling and drinking and associating with 
women of doubtful character. He promised 
several times to reform, but was finally dis- 
charged as incorrigible, but was not suspected 
of having been dishonest. Baillie’s method of 
eet men was to draw checks on the bank and 
nave them cashed bya friend. All traces of his 
thefts were so carefully hidden that but for an 
accident they might not have been discovered 
for some time. Now that the matter is out Mr. 
Lombard, President of the bank, said this morn- 
ing that he was determined to bring Baillie back 
to answer for his misconduct. 





MURDER IN THE FIRST DEGREE. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 31.—When Judge 
Ludlow came to court this morning at 10 o’clock 
he found that the jury in the Taylor murder 
case had agreed upon a verdict. The court was 
formally opened, the stolid prisoner put into 
the dock, and the jury sent for. As the jurors 


filed into their seats in the box the prisoner 
threw himself back in his chair, stuck his feet 
up on the rail of the dock, and crossed his hands 
upon his knees. When the court clerk rose to 
take the verdict and the solemn-faced jurors all 
stood up, two court officers took hold of 
the prisoner and hoisted him into a standing 
position. In reply to the clerk’s formal ques- 
tions the foreman announced that the prisoner 
was guilty of murder in the first degree. The 
finding having been recorded the prisoner was 
pressed back into his chair by the officers and in 
a few moments he was hustied out of the court 
room and into the waiting van and was driven 
back to the penitentiary. Taylor. who was a 
long term convict in the Eastern Penitentiary. 
murdered Prison Keeper Doran by beating him 
to death with the bobbin of ahand loom. The 
defense was insanity. No motive was shown for 
the murder. 





ROBBING A NEWSPAPER OFFICE 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 31.—The Herald 
Publishing Company were robbed to-day of be- 
tween $600 and $700 by means of the old and 
seemingly played out confidence game. About 
noon a man entered the counting room and 
asked to look over the files. He remained there 


for about 10 minutes, until Manager Hough left 
tor dinner, leaving Mr. Agate, the cashier, there 
alone. At this juncturea confederate called at 
the door of the office, stating to the cashier that 
a man outside ina buggy wished to speak to 
him. Mr. Agate left the office and remained 
outside several minutes talking to the stranger, 
who apologized very sweetly for calling him 
out. giving asan excuse that he was lame and 
could not leave his buggy. When the cashier 
returned the literary inclined gentleman was 
absent. An examination of the cash drawer 
showed its contents missing.

TALKING TO BUSINESS MEN 


CHEERING FOR CLEVELAND IN 
WALL-STREET. 
A GREAT CROWD OF MERCHANTS AND WORK*+ 
INGMEN LISTENING TO HENRY WARD 
BEECHER AND CARL SCHURZ. 


The broad thoroughfare that forms thé 
lower part of Wall-street was blockaded yester- 
day afternoon by a large and compact multitude 
of voters, who sent up frequent and enthusias- 
tic cheers for Cleveland and Hendricks. Fully 
6,000 persons joined in this great demonstration, 
which was conducted by the Down-town Mer- 
chants’ Cleveland and Hendricks Club. 

The people began to assemble long before 8 
o’clock, although the clouds were shedding a 
chilling mist and the hour appointed for the 
meeting was 3:30. Two large covered stands 
had been constructed for the speakers. Tho 
main stand stood almost in the centre of Wall- 
street, just above South-street, and faced toward 
the west. The other stand was at the corner of 
Walland Water streets. Each structure was en- 
veloped in red, white, and blue bunting. In 
front of the main stand, in large black letters, 
was the significant legend: “* Any rain but the 
reign of monopoly.” 

The music of two bands stirred the enthusiasm 
of the crowd, and soon after 3 o’clock hearty 
cheers were heard all along Wall-street as a 
goodly delegation from the Stock Exchange 
Cleveland Club marched down from Broad- 
street. The brokers were given a place directly 
in front of the main stand. Among them were 
Edwin M. Cox, D. M. Chauncey, William Lum- 
mis, Daniel T. Worden, J. H. Leverich, L. 
Josephson, A. G. Myers, Charles I. Hudson, J. D. 
Probst, T. W. B. Hughes, H. H. Hart, John 
Pondir, H. I. Nicholas, T. &. Williams, L. R. 
Post, D. B. Gilbert, J. V. S. Oddie, W. R. White, 
A, A. Housman,W. H. Rolston, Hayward Prince, 
E. P. Whittercore, William Weber, M. Isaacs, 
8. J. Drake, H. W. Granberry, J. H. O’Neil, and 
Otto Ruhl. Each one of the down-town business 
interests was represented in the crowd. When 
Henry Ward Beecher appeared on the main 
stand he was vigorously cheered. The rain had 
ceased and the crowd was a comfortable and en- 
thusiastic one. Mr. Beecher was accompanied 
by his wife and Mrs. W. C. Beecher. When Lewis 
Maddux, President of the Down-town Merchants’ 
Club, presented the Plymouth Pastor to the 
great multitude the cheering was enthusiastic 
and lasted fully two minutes. The Blaine man- 
agers sought to take advantage of so largea 
crowd by circulating their campaign documents. 
Thousands of essays on the tariff were showered 
upon the people from the housetops, but they 
only excited derision and shouts ot ** Burn those 
letters !”” , 

Mr. Beecher spoke substantially as follows: 

FELLOW-CITIZENS: Lam very giad to meet so 
many workingmen. I regard business men as 
quite important in their way, but there is nota 
mother’s son of them whose vote weighs heavier 
than yours does. As l came up trom among the 
common people and have always worked for 
them as wellas among them, [ feel it my priv- 
ilege and my duty to say one single word to-day 
about bread and water. [Laughter.] You cer- 
tainly are very singularly placed if you have not 
heard it said that { taught that $1 a day was 
enough for the workingman, and that bread and 
water was goodenough torthem. Hear thetruth. 
When in 1877 the riots at Pittsburg threatened to 
run all over the country |] thought it neces- 
sary to undertake to say to my _ friends 
the working people that they must stand in their 
places and be patient; that the trouble was not 
with the workingmen any more, but with all 
the men in the community. When the bankers 
were upset, the merchants breaking. and mer- 
chants going down, the common people were 
only one element in the universal distress. And 
I said this: ‘** Wait in peace instead of rioting or 
discomfort. Stand like menin your places and 
wait for the cloud to break and the trouble to 
disappear. And even if you cannot make but 
$la day, make that. And even if you cannot 
with that buy more than bread and water, stand 
by that till the troubles pass away.” [Loud 
cheers.] If anybody don’t betieve that doctrine 
he don’t belong to thecommon people of com- 
mon sense. : 

A great many strange things are happening. 
A great many things have happened. There 
have been a great many royal banguets given in 
New-York, [loud laughter,] but [here Mr. 
Beecher leaned over the rail and spoke very 
confidentially] the greatest of them all,in my 
opinion, is the golden banquet of this week. 
Mr. Blaine has been charged not only with rep- 
resenting the capitalists of this country, and 
that portion of them, but with using their 
money to work upon the courts, upon Legisla- 
tures, and upon the Governments, and, if he bad 
been as wise as he thinks he is, he never wouid 
have come near New-York, or, if he did, he 
would never have gone nearer Delmonico’s than 
the old Astor House. [Laughter.] I don’t be- 
lieve, as a general thing, that you can buy a 
State. Dorsey did. [Laughter.] And I, like a 
fool, who had lived in Indiana and was so much 
imterested in the Republican Party. (you have 
heard of that, I suppose,) and was so grateful to 
him for carrying that State, that I went to 
dinner where Dorsey was comp)Jimented, and— 
complimented him. [Laughter.] Mr. Arthur, 
who presided, enlightened me, and I was so much 
angered at the insult that, when he became Pres- 
ident of the United States at the lamented death 
of Mr. Garfield, he went there with my strongest 

rejudice against him, and it was only after he 

ad risen to be higher than a politician that I 
forgave him and was willing to sce him elected 
for a second term. 

**Now,” resumed Mr. Beecher, ‘“‘when Mr, 
Blaine comes down to New-York snd it is pro- 
posed to give him a dinner, I think that ordinary 
prudence would have prevented his going near 
that dinner. Who sat at that dinner? There 
were a good many excellent and patriotic men. 
Nota few of them it would not be proper to eall 
capitalists. [Laughter.j] But when men with 
large money put it together under the dominion 
of selfishness it is a threat to the liberty of every 

rivate citizen in the community. [Applause. 
A voice—* Down with Jay Gould.’} IL shoul 
like to put a little of him down in my pocket. 1 
guess you wouldtoo. Now,the men who gave 
this banquet knew perfectiy well what the opin- 
ion was in regard to Mr. Blaine. But who are 
the friends of this modern feasting of Belshaz- 
zar? There wasthe immortal Jay Gouid; there 
was Russell Sage; there was Cyrus W. Field; 
there was Washington E. Connor, [hisses and 
laughter;] there was L. P. ;Morton, and there 
was D. O. Mills. With all these men $500,000,000 
of money put its legs under those mahogan 
tables. And while Blaine was dining tnere, what 
was the condition of the laboring man in Maine?” 

Mr. Beecher answered his own query by a 
string of statistics which showed a wretched 
condition of things. ‘**‘ And so much for all 
that,” he continued, ‘‘the next thing [ want to 
call your attention to is whatI call the minis- 
ters’ meeting—and when i speak of my own 
cloth I want you to understand that I speak in 
the spirit of the Scripture. For it is said: 
‘Whom the Lord loveth He chasteneth, and 
scourges every son whom He receiveth.’ I pro- 
pose to do both. Yesterday there was a meet- 
ing in New-York of lawyers to form a Cleveland 
and Hendricks club. There were over 600 law- 
yers present and they represented the most 
skillful and oldest members of the Bar. While 
the views of experts are being heard against Mr. 
Blaine we are toid that 600 ministers called 
on him. And what was their call for? 
Well, Mr. Burchard said that he couldn’t 
afford to vote for Mr. Cleveland and 
the Democratic Party, which had hitherto been 
made up of Rum, Romanism, and Rebellion. 
[Hisses.] ‘Let me tell you that the Republican 
Party would never have got through the war 
without it. [Cheers.] Mr. Blaine smiled [Mr. 
Beecher tried to imitate him] and was very 
grateful that the moral sentiment of the country 
had addressed itself to him. And then what 
next? Weil, these 600 clergymen passed a reso- 
lution approbatory of Mr. Blaine. These 600 
clergymen said to him in substance: ‘ Mr. Blaine, 
you have been charged with prostituting your 
office for money. You have dishonored the 
chair in which you sat. You have denied it and 
lied outrageously, but still you are a fit man to 
be President of the United States.’ 

“Now,” continued Mr. Beecher, losing his sang 
froid, **{ should like those 600 clergymen to go 
home and preach what they said—that lying and 
fraudulence were not inconsistent with the ‘mo- 
rality of young men. There isnot a business man 
in this city that would keep a confidential clerk 
one day if they found that he had been using the 
intluence of the house for hisownends. And 
yet these purblind ministers said, ‘We approve 
your course.” Why, the whole continent ought 
to turn into an explanation of it. 1 would not, 
let a son of mine go to such churches. I would 
sooner send him among the savages. |Laughter.] 
Are they badmen’? No, ignorant. [Laughter.] 
They know no better, but men who know no 
better should not be the teachers of young men, 
When a blind man was brought before our 
He touched his eyes and asked him what hesaw, 
*I see men, as trees, walking.’ ile touch his 
eyes again; the sight was restored. Now, gen- 
tlemen, those ministers have had their eyes 
touched only once.”” [Loud aie Nay . 

Mr. Beecher then reviewed Gov. Cleveland’s 
life eulogisticaily. ‘“ { vouch my honor for 
Cleveland,” he said. ‘i would not vouch one- 
ten thousandth part of it for Blaine. (Cheers. 
Cleveland is a man of sound sense; not & man O: 

genius, but he is a genius of administra-

the Neva ° the people.” [Loud and prolonged 
applause. 

Gov. Leon Abbett assured his audience that 
New-Jersey was safe for Cleveland.

At the stand at the Water-street corner Jo- 
seph J. O’Donohue was temporary Chairman. 
Atter calling the meeting to order he introduced 
as the presiding officer Henry Hentz, who was 
cordially received by the gathering. Mr. Hentz, 
aiter a brief speech, introduced Carl Schurz, 
who was received with ringing cheers, supple- 
mented by three more for the “ Independent 
Mugwumps.” The crowd was speedily aug- 
mented by a large number of men, who came 
running from all quarters when they saw Mr, 
Schurz on his feet. In spite of his protracted 
and earnest jabors during the past few weeks, 
Mr. Schurz spoke in a strong, clear voice, and 
aroused the utmost enthusiasm among his hear- 
ers.

BusinEss MEN OF NEW-YORK AND FELLOW- 
CITIZENS: I speak to you not asa Democrat for 
the party, but as an oid-time Republican for 
the cause of good government. In a few days 
you will have to vote. Let me once more sum 
up the false and true issues of the campaign. 
You are told that the defeat of the Republican 
candidate will shut up your factories and ruin 
your business.

That very expectation will be an incitement‘to 
more jobbery. It cannot be otherwise. Mr. 
Blaine has been a promiscuous speculator and a 
copious ietter writer. The Mulligan letters are 
no doubt only a small part of his productions in 
that line; neither can it be reasonably doubted 
that there are many railroad men and other 
speculators with pockets full of Mr. Blaine’s 
letters that have not yet come out.

DEATH ON THE GALLOWS. 


FIVE MURDERERS PAY THE PENALTY OF 
THEIR CRIMES. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Oct. 31.—Ike Fain, 
colored, was hanged at Langston at 10 o’clock 
to-day for the murder of James Curren, section 
boss on the Cincinnati Southern Railroad, on 
March 29 last. He made a speech to the crowd 
confessing his crime. Fain, who was an em- 
ploye of the Cincinnati Southern Railroad, was 
engaged in repairing the track near Emory 
Gap, Roane County, under directions of 
Thomas Curren, the section foreman, 


Fains work was not satisfactory to Cur- 
ren, and complaint being made Fain 
ceased his labor and left the grounds. Proceed- 
ing to Emory Gap, where he lived, Fain pur- 
chased some buckshot, loaded his gun, and re- 
turned to the track where Curren was superin- 
tending the operations of the laborers. Fain 
stopped when about 25 feet from him and fired. 
Curren, who had not anticipated an attack, fell 
dead. Fain was placed on trial at Kingston on 
the 18th of April and was convicted three days 
later and sentenced to death. The 13th of June 
was fixed as the date of execution, but Fain ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court. That tribunal 
affirmed the judgment and he was doomed to 
die to-day. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 31.—George Hill was 
hanged in Cherokee County to-day for the mur- 
der of William Bryant by chopping his head off. 
In February, 1882, a negro dance was in prog- 
ress at Hill’s house, situated about a 
mile from Canton, Cherokee County. Hill 
was absent till the festivities were at 
their height at 11 o’clock at night, when 
he returned very much intoxicated. He was 
known to be very quarrelsome when “in his 
cups,” and efforts were made to persuade him 
not to enter the house. He would not be per- 
suaded, however, and staggered into the room 
where dancing was in progress. He lost no 
time in creating trouble, and several of his 
friends took hoid of him to _-— quiet 
him. This greatly enraged him, and run- 
ning into the yard he picked up an axe 
and rushed back into the house, several women 
clinging to him and endeavoring to.dissuade him 
from carrying out his murderous threats. Will- 
iam Bryant, a colored man of good reputation, 
being the first one met by Hill the latter raised 
his axe above his head and sent the blade crash- 
ing through Bryant’s skull, inflicting a wound 
which laid him dead at the feet of one of the 
dancing sets. 


New-Or.eans, La., Oct. 31.—Albert and 
Charles Goodman, colored, were hanged to-day 
atthe Terre-Aix-Bouf Court House, St. Bernard 
Parish, in the presence of 500 spectators, for the 
murder of Louis Maspero, whom they waylaid, 
shot, and killed, at 9 P. M., June 2), at God- 
cheaux’s plantation, in St. Bernard Parish. 
There were no witnesses to the murder, but the 
Goodmans had been heard the day of the murder 
to utter threats against Maspero, whom they 
suspected of intimacy with Albert Goodman’s 
wife. The drop fell at 2P.M. Albert’s neck 
was broken. Charles died of strangulation. 
They made no remarks from the gallows, but 
before the execution Albert said he did the kill- 
ing, and that Charles was innocent and knew 
nothing about the murder. Charles concurred 
in his brother’s statement. 


GALVESTON, Texas, Oct. 31.—A dispatch 
from Paris, this State, says that Bill Bass, col- 
ored, was hanged there to-day. He was convicted 
of a felonious assault ona white woman. He 
died protesting his innocence.

THE TORCHLIGHT PROCESSION OF 
THE REPUBLICANS. 
wA-OROWD WITH LITTLE ENTHUSIASM WATOH- 


MARCHED DOWN FIFTH-AVENUE. 

A torch-light procession, composed or a 
variety of Blaine and Logan organizations of 
New-York, and several campaign clubs from 
out of town, moved through some of the up- 
town streets of this city last night, 
and was reviewed by James G. Blaine 
from a stand uear. the Worth Monument 
in Madison-square. The atmosphere was misty 
and the haze around the moon wore a threaten- 
ing look, yet the streets along the line of march 
were filled with people. The procession was a 
very long oneand some of its features—notably 
the organizations from Philadelphia—aroused 
enthusiasm by their fine appvarance. For the 
names of Blaine and Logan and_ the 
political sentiments expressed by the varied in- 
scriptions on the club banners there seemed to 
be no pronounced enthusiasm. In the vicinity 
of the reviewing stand several attempts wére 
made to start up around of cheers, and in each 
instance the plaudits weakened after the first 
flash and fizzied out like a wet firecracker. 

The almost incessant playing of Gilmore’s 
band, which eccupied astand on the Park side of 
Fifth-avenue, about opposite Twenty-fourth- 
street, relieved in part the tediousness of thelong 
wait which preceded the appearance of the pro- 
cession, The crowd in Madison-square assembled 
early, and by § o’clock the sidewalk in Fifth- 
avenue, from Twenty-seventh-street down to 


Twenty-third, were completely filled. The road- 
way was kept tolerably clear by the police. In 
front of the grand stand, which extended 100 
feet along the west side of the avenue, 
near the Worth Monument, the smooth 
asphalt pavement was kept entirely 
clear. No spectators were allowed to pass 
the strong line of policemen that sur- 
rounded this open space unless they could show 
a lavender ticket entitling them to a place on 
the grand stand. Fully 1,000 persons presented 
such tickets, and, although they were 
packed as closely as candles in a box 
and obliged to stand on their feet for 
four or five hours, they seemed contented 
in the belief that they were enjoying special 
privileges. The stand was not covered, but ex- 
ternally it was profusely draped with the Ameri- 
can colors. In front of the stand was an ele- 
vated row of bright electric lights. The booth 
in which Mr. Blaine and his escort viewed the 

arade wasa small flag-enveloped structure ad- 
joining the grand stand on the south. 

The occupants of the grand stand were mem- 
bers of the Republican National and State Com- 
mittees, representative Republicans of this city, 
and ladies and gentlemen who evidently had 
friends on the ticket-distributing committee. A 
large vercentage of the persons on_the stand 
were ladies. Several well-known New-York 
gentlemen were also there. A. 8. Draper, Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee of the Repub- 
lican State Committee, stood near one end of 
the stand with his handsin his pockets and 
passed the time by telling a friend at his elbow 
how much hard work had been put into this 
campaign. ‘* Do you know?” said he, *“ how 
much we spent to carry Ohio?” 

* No,” said the friend wonderingly. 

“There was more than $300,000 poured into 
that State from outside sources.” 

*T suppose that a lot of money must have 
been _— there,’”? commented Mr. Draper's 
friend. 

The crowd in the vicinity of the stand began 
to show signs of impatience when 9 o’clock 
came without bringing the procession into 
view. To add to the general discomfodit it began 
to rain slightly. Gilmore did his best to make 
things pleasant by playing lively airs,and the 
adverting stereopticon on the roof of the building 
at the junction of Broadway, Twenty-third- 
street, and Fifth-avenue, excited alternate 
laughter, cheers, and hisses by presenting a 
great variety of campaign views. Cries for 
“Blaine ! Blaine?” were passed along from mouth 
to mouth, but Mr. Blaine remained iphis room 
at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel until th¥*head of 
the procession reached Twenty-eighth-street, 
where it halted until he could be summoned. It 
was just 10 o’clock when Mr. Blaine reached his 
reviewing place. He was escorted from_ the 
hotel by Gen. Charles K. Graham, Gen. Lloyd As- 
pinwall, and Gen. James C. Reed. Those persons 
in the crowd who could see Mr. Blaine cheered 
him vigorouey, while the band struck up a 
patriotic air. any of the ladies and gentlemen 
on the grand stand saluted the Presidential 
candidate by spasmodically cheering and 
waving handkerchiefs and hats. Mr. Blaine 
acknowledged the salutations by bowing 
bare-headed, to the multitude. Then, replacing 
his high silk hat on his head, he turned his 
attention to the procession, which had been 
signaled to come down. Gen. Joseph B. Carr 
rode at the head of the line, and, after 
passing the stand he _ dismounted and 
joined Mr. Blaine’s party. The colored 
city troops, which led the _ procession, 
formed in two lines, one on each side of the 
street, just below the stand and remained on 
guard while the entire procession passed, 
The Capitol City Guard from Albany gave 
the occupants of the stands a marching 
salute and were loudly cheered. Each one 
of the uniformed or ganizations evolved 
bursts of enthusiasm of greaer or less 
warmth. The Philadelphia Invincibles and 
the Philadelphia Republican Club attracted 
much admiration, particularly by their fine 
marching. Several of the clubs in _ line 
were without bands, and Gilmore’s band 
supplied music of various nationalities 
and kinds for their marching accommoda- 
tions. While the Irish Republican clubs were 
assing, Gilmore played a rollicking medley of 
rish tunes. The many-colored lanterns carried 
by the members of the New-York Bar Blanie 
and Logan Club elicited acclamations of approv- 
al from the ladies on the grand stand. The dis- 
play made by the electric light division 
Was commented upon by Mr. Blaine 
with especial favor. As each of the _or- 
ganizations passed the reviewing stands their 
standard bearers dipped their colors to 
Mr. Elaine, and the bearers of the flash torches 
sent extra large volumes of flame up into the 
air. Hundreds of enthusiastic paraders carried 
roman candles and colored lights, which they 
burned as they neared Madison-square. 

During the greater part of the time that the 
procession was passing stationary red and green 
lights were burning at several points in Fifth- 
avenue. Rockets were sent up from the space in 
front of the New-York Club, and roman candles 
were waved from many of thh windows of the 
adjacent hotels. 

he chief characteristics of the procession 
were the excellent marching and the entire ab- 
sence of anything like distinctive features. It 
was 9:25 o’clock when the right of the line 
wheeled from Twenty-eighth-street into Maa- 
ison-avenue. Two hours so much of the tail 
endashad not got tired out and gone home 
started, at Fifty-ninth-street, on its march down 
Fifth-avenue toward the big circle of electric 
lights twinkling over adison-square. At 
the right of the line, as_ it turned 
into Madison-avenue, rode a _ platoon of 
mounted police officers in themselves 
blue uniforms, followed by another platoon on 
foot. Then came Major-Gen. Joseph B. Carr, 
Chief Marshall, with 38. V. R. Cruger, his adju- 
tant, and his staff, all mounted. Buglers rode 
with his staff, raising the echoes with their notes. 
The city troops, also mounted, followed in 
files of eight; the Capitol City Club, 
of Albany, and the insurance men followed 
close behind, presenting a fine apperance. Sur- 
rounding the latter organization was a 
cordon of men, each bearing upon his 
hat an inecandscent electric light, which 
twinkled and glowed as _ the column 
marched by. Each man had his hand on a rope 
along which ran the iron connected with the 
light, the ‘electricity! being supplied by a 
dynamo mounted ona wagon, Steam was sup- 
plied from a boiler carried in a wagon in the 
rear. 

When this interesting feature, the most in- 
teresting in the parade, had passed by, then 
followed a succession of organizations, great 
and small, until those who stood upon the 
sidewalks and crowded the steps of the 
houses had their fill Down the avenue 
the line wavered and twinkled, the  torch- 
lights nodding, and flags flying in the stiff north- 
ern breenze. The calcium lights with which the 
pohly ae was liberally studded, sent rays ot 
ight darting through the fog and the smoke ris- 
ing in undulating waves from the torches, and the 
moon looked sleepy out through the clouds 
upon colors and combinations of colors such 
as no healthy rainbow ever dreamed of. 
Red, white, and _ blue, L 
swept along under the flaring lights in 
picturesque confusion, as division after 
division wheeled into the avenue and followed 
each other down the hill. Here and there were 
organizations of citizens and young men who 
will, in the fullness of time, be citizens, clad in 
sombre garments which contrasted curiously 
with the sparkling garb of the uniformed 
men. Some of the boys wore knickerbockers 
dnd splashed along over the slippery stones 
in high glee. Irish-American clubs carried 
the green flag and resolutely kept their 
eyes off the hated red coats which 
many of their unfeelin fellow Blaine 
men swelled andshonein. The citizens carried 
their colored lanterns tucked snugly under their 
arms, and seemed to thoroughly enjoy their 
quiet part in the gay procession. The students 
of the Medical College of the University 
of the City of New-York carried a huge 
blanket banner, stretched out flat between 
them and looking like the blankets in which 
firemen are wont to invite imperiled 
persons to jump. Upon their fianks_ in- 
struments resembling fish-horns tortured the 
ambient air with hideous sounds, the 
reverberations of which awakened great enthu- 
siasm among the students. The Blaine and 
Logan Irish Independents of the 'wenty-second 
District wore green tissue paper plumes upon 
their hats and marched in files of fours and fives, 
as did those of the Twenty-first District. 

Ten companies of the Blaine and Logan Bank- 
ers and Brokers’ Club carried colored lanterns 
under their arms or swinging rhythmically by 
their side, and displaysd transparencies cov- 
ered. with extracts from Mr. Blaine’s cum- 
paign rotection speeches.

he Republican Invincibles of Philadelphia, 
marching in capital form and presenting a fine 
appearance, awakened. more enthusiasm than 
any other organization. They were clad in sil- 
very capes, fatigue caps, and white leggins, 
and performed a number of evolutions 
in good style. The red-lined capes of the Young 
Republicans of 1884, of Philadelphia, were pinned 
back over the shoulders, and gave the men a 
picturesque and striking appearance. The Blaine 
and Logan Club of the Bar of New-York wore silk 
hats, and smiled under the rays of a powerful 
calcium light. Batteries, clubs, and legions 
clad in uniforms of every conceivable style and 
color, but all sparkling and brignt, followed one 
after the other, the batteries dragging flag- 
decked guns, upon which boys and, in one or 
two instances, little girls, sat. Veterans in cit- 
izens dress, with the black slouch hats familiar 
in Grand Army parades, passed along by scores 
and hundreds, 

After the principal visiting organizations 
marched local clubs carrying banners inscribed 
with the names of gentlemen who hope to ride 
into fame in a Presidentia! year.

The upper districts of 
the city contributed more men than the lower 
and made a better showing. 

There was an abundance of demonstrations 
along the route of the procession. The Union 
League Club’s windows were brilliantly illu- 
minated and a large number of members 
were cheering in the windows. A number of 
houses along the line of the procession were illu- 
minated, and from some of them handkerchiefs 
were waved. There was much cheering along 
the line, and all the war cries of the campaign 
were heard often. The marching men displayed a 
great deal of familiarity in their mention of 
their candidate, calling frequently for cheers for 
“Jim Blaine.” There was plenty of evidence of the 
presence of dudes and Pharisees. Along the 
upper part of the line of the parade hisses 
were numerous, the pictures of Mr. Blaine 
being especially treated in this manner. There 
were plenty of cheers for Gov. Cleveland, 
and not once during the evening did any 

call for them and _ not __ secure 
them. <As the procession passed the Windsor 
Hotel a gentleman on the balcony called for 
three cheers for Cleveland, and they were 
given with a will. party of strong- 
lunged mugwumps hung around the 
Repubiicun headquarters and cheered lus- 
tily for Cleveland at every possible 
opportunity. Another party of them was at 
Twenty-third-street and Fifth-avenue, and their 
cheers rolled up to Mr. Blaine’s ears with great 
frequency.

A COIN GILDER CONVICTED. 

Boston, Oct. 31.—In the United States 
Circuit Court to-day Stephen G. Russell was 
convicted of gilding English silver coins. The 
defendant claims that the gilding was not done 
with criminal intent, but for customers in the 
prosecution of his business. Judge Webb said 
that the defendant’s intent was immaterial; 
that Congress has declared conntertatting a 
crime, and if the jury found that the gilding had 
been done by the defendant, then the Govern- 
ment had made out a case; that the act itself 
was a crime without any reference to the pur- 
pose for which it was done. The jury recom- 
mended Russell to the mercy ot the court. A 
sentence will probably never be imposed, as it 
was intended to make this a test case to serve as 
a warning to other gilders.

GOV. HOADLY IN BROOKLYN. 


GREETED BY AN IMMENSE AUDIENCE AT THE 
ACADEMY. 


As the gates of Fulton Ferry were swung 
Open last evening shortly after 8 o’clock to ad- 
mit Gov. Hoadly, of Ohio, into Brooklyn long’ 
lines of glaring torchlights and bright uniforms 
and phalanxes of well-dressed, solid-looking 
business men stretched up Fulton-street, pre- 
pared tu conduet him to the Academy of Music. 
As the carriage containing the Governor and his 
escorts, Messrs. Louis Liebman and W. B. 
Davenport, passed up between two lines of 
cheering people, the procession fell in behind. 

First came a troop of cavalry, leading nearly 
1,000 of the business men, of Brooklyn, who 
marched under the banners of the Cleveland 
Business Men’s Association in two divisions, 
First came platoons of beavers led by Col. Sharp, 
the Grand Marshal, and his aides, with hands 
gloved with white kids, and behind them com- 
panies of derbys 12inaline. Each man carried 
& cane upright, with a torn letter thrust 
in the end, and each marched to the refrain: 
“Burn, burn, burn this letter,” occasionally 
varied with ‘** kindest regardsto Mrs. Fisher.” A 
company of drummer boys, with red caps and 


capes, intervened, and following were different 
organizations in uniform. Among them were 
Hancock Legion, 200 in number, resplendent in 
tasseled caps and uniforms of the national 
colors, and announcing that the Third Ward was 
**solid for Cleveland;”’ 200 members of the Cleve- 
land Legion of Brooklyn, with blue helmets, 
blue shirts, and white leggins, and about the 
same number of the Ansonia Clock Company’s 
Cleveland Club. 

At the Academy the crowd jammed itself on 
each side of Montague-street and stretched 
around the corner into City Hall-square. Every 
man used his best lung power as the carriage 
passed through them, and nota hiss was heard. 
Within the enthusiasm was ever greater, the 
stage, boxes, orchestra, balcony, and gallery 
were filled with people who were eager to cheer 
anything and everybody who showed any favor 
Gov. Cleveland. Streamers of red, white, and 
blue hung in graceful folds above the stage, and 
further back drooped down like the ribbons of a 
May pole and stretched away to the flag-be- 
decked boxes on either side. As the Governor 
was conducted down the stage hats, umbrellas, 
and handkerchiefs flew up in the audience, as if 
suddenly lifted by the cheers beneath, 

When the enthusiasm had subsided Chairman 
Edmund Driggs, in a few words, formally in- 
troduced Mr, Hoadly as the principal speaker of 
the evening. ‘* We Democrats in Ohio,” said he, 
“have fought a good fight, but we leave it to 
you here in New-York to realize the hope that 
our expectations will culminate in the election 
of Grover Cleveland as President of the United 
States. [Cheers.] As his State, that is your 
duty. In four years we have in Ohio increased 
the number of Democrats 40,000, while the 
Republicans have made an advance of 16,000 
only, and with that record we shall not be far be- 
hind you in the struggle. To what a degradation 
has the Republican Party sunk. Last night, in 
this very hall, its leader, James G. Blaine, [a 
storm of hisses,] was soliciting your votes. Who 
ishe? Whatis his profession? Hé was oncea 
school teacher, until he became editor of a Know 
Nothing paper. Since then he hag been a pro- 
fessional politician, and this is the first time that 
a profossional politician has ever aspired to 
the high office of Presidency. <As_ such, 
with what effort of statesmanship has he 
been connected? Lincoln’s name is associated 
with slavery, Greeley’s with the idea for pro- 
tective tariff, and even John Sherman’s (who is 
supporting a man worse than himself) with the 
resumption of specie payment; but in what liv- 
ing measure of any kind has this man taken 
part? Has he ever, like Brooklyn’s great 
preacher, [cheers,] preached better political 
morals? No; Blaine is.a machinist. He is on 
the make, and he has gotten rich on the salary 
he receives. Economical, isn’t he? 

‘““In Ohio to-day there is no question more 
ardent than that of prohibition. Now, when the 
ladies of Maine turn to Blainein behalf of pro- 
hibition, he puts his vote in his waistcoat. Shall 
we put this ‘artful dodger’ in the President’s 
chair? By that act Blaine wrote himself down 
asthe Artemus Ward of politics. [Laughter.] 
ll explain: ‘Whenever [’m going toa town 
with my show,’ says Artemus Ward, ‘I always 
post myself. If the town is full of churches and 
temperate, I’m the same way; if otherwise, I’m 
jovial and take my rum toddy too.’ ‘That’s 
Blaine. Here in Brooklyn he is sanctimonious 
and temperate, but in the big wicked city across 
the river he is joviel and takes his rum toddy, as 
witness his Belshazzar’s feast of a few days since, 

“People say Cleveland has no record. If 
Blaine’s record is astandard I thank God that he 
hasnone. There have been longer and better 
records than Blaine’s, but none worse. One sin- 
gle sentence describes the record of Cleveland: 
‘Fidelity and implicit devotion to every trust to 
which he has been chosen.’ Is a better possible? 
Oh, but Blaine is a Piumed Knight! A plumed 
knight is a crusader, and a crusader 
was a man who went to war. enyel- 
oped in steel. That's what Blaine is, 
but its spelled s-t-e-a-l now. Mec. Blaine does 
not play on one string, like Paganini; he has 
two—the solid South and protection. Go with 
me to Hocking Valley, where $25,000 of Mr. 
Blaine’s salary is invested, and I will give you an 
instance of his protection theory—miners starv- 
ing because they won’t work for three-fifths of 
what they were paid a year ago.”’ 

Gov. Hoadty then reviewed the platforms of 
the two parties. ‘The Republican platform 
emphasizes a free ballot,” said he, sarcastically. 
“JT saw in Cincinnati,2,500 rapscallions with 
bulldog pistols, under protection as United 
States Marshals, upholding that plank. Men of 
New-York,” he continued, ** it isin your hands 
to degrade our country by electing James G. 
Blaine or to secure honest government by choos- 
ing Cleveland and Hendricks.” 

As the Ohio Governor sat down the audience 
cheered again and again. Speeches were then 
made by Congressman McAdoo, of New-Jersey, 
and others. 
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A LARGE SILENT VOTE EXPECTED. 

CLEVELAND’S GREAT STRENGTH IN HERKI- 
MER, OTSEGO, AND ONEIDA COUNTIES, 

Utica, Oct. 31.—A gentleman who has 
just returned from a thorough canvass of Herki- 
mer, Otsego, and Oneida Counties said to-day 
that the strength of the silent vote on Tuesday 
would be a surprise to politicians who have been 
claiming an overwhelming majority in those 
counties for Mr. Blaine. In Cooperstown, the 
home of many prominent people of wealth, the 
number of heretofore stanch Republicans who 
would vote for Cleveland was, he said, surprising, 
In Herkimer County the vote for Cleveland, as 
well as the vote for St, John, gave promise of 
being surprisinuly large. In Wayne County the 
sur porters of the Prohibitionist candidate are 
numerous and active. Inthe town of Massilon, 
which polls 600 votes, 250 are pledged to St. John. 
Broome County promises to give him at least 
300, this gentleman says, although the Republic- 
ans only concede him 150. 

In Llion, at the large factory of Remington & 
Sons, the majority of the 1,000 employes are for 
Cleveland, although the proprietors themselves 
are ardent Republican partisans. A vote taken 
in one rvom resulted in 17 for Cleveland against 
8 for Blaine. St, John will also poll a large vote 
inthattown. In Oneida and Herkimer Coun- 
ties Mr. Conkling’s admirers are pledged to vote 
against Blaine. They will undoubtedly cast a 
heavy vote for Cleveland and reform, despite 
the attempts of local papers to belittle their 
strength. Itis in the counties on the southern 
tier that Mr. Blaine will havetolook for his 
majorities, but even there the Prohibitionists 
and independents will cut into them largely. 
Reports received here to-day say that the silent 
vote in Chenango and Cortland Counties is not 
going to follow the beck of ex-Senator Tom 
Platt’s finger this year.

STATE OF AFFAIRS IN BELGIUM. 


pe Mas ata 

BRUSSELS, Oct. 9.—People who meet the 
King of the Belgians tell me that he is 
much depressed by the fact that he and 
the Queen were hissed last Sunday, He: 
has never been a robust man, and for the 
past year or so has been in poor health; 
there is a morbid vein in the family. too, 
as the pathetic condition of his sister, Car- 
lotta, testifies, and in him this takes the 
form of extreme sensitiveness, There is 
no doubt in the minds of those who know 
him that he would resign his post without 
hesitation if he became convinced that a 
majority of the Belgians were hostile to 
him or to the monarchical idea. He has 
not forgotten that his father in 1848, 
when the Revolution in Paris stirred the 
restless element in Brussels to activity 
none the less spirited because aimless, said 
in his speech from the throne: ‘There is 
a certain effervescence in the country 
caused by grave political events in a neigh- 
boring nation. But I desire the Belgian 
people to distinctly understand that, so 
far asland my family are concerned, [ 
and they are ready to leave Belgium at 
once if the people so desire. Hence there 
is not the slightest necessity for a revolu- 
tion.” Leopold II. is even more keenly 
sensitive to popular manifestations than 
his father, and he must feel the slights and 
sneers of the extreme Radical press in the 
Gag omeramey with bitter directness. 

The hissing itself did not amount to 
much. The King and Queen came from 
the Ardennes expressly to be present at 
the Palais des Académies and award the 
prizes gained during the year by compet- 
itors from all the middle schools of the 
kingdom. The hostile demonstration 
came from some half-dozen young stu- 
dents of the same class which saw 
drunk and disorderly in the Liberal pro- 
cession of August last. Two of these, 
who shouted “A bas la calotte!” when 
M. Woest, Minister of Public Instruction, 
began addressing the royal visitors, were 
taken out by the police. Subsequently, 
when the King and Queen left the Palais, 
a handful of students and others, who had 
waited in the rain outside for this chance, 
hissed and hooted and followed the royal 
carriage until dispersed by the police. A 
few arrests were made, their majesties 
were cheered by a throng which gathered 
along the route—and that was all. 

That the King should be grieved and 
hurt at the discovery that anybody in 
Belgium was capable of hissing him is, per- 
haps, natural to one who has all his life 
long so studiously avoided giving offense 
to any individual or class of his subjects. 
But the demonstration really showed 
nothing save that some of the students, at 
best a turbulent lot of young fellows, were 
over-excited by the strong meat which the 
Belgian press has of late been feeding 
them. The ‘“ Brave Belges’” are of them- 
selves a sufficiently peppery race with- 
out any added spice from across the 
French frontier. Yet within the past dozen 
years—ever since, in fact, the establish- 
ment of the republic rendered the trade 
of demagogue less profitable in Paris than 
before—Brussels has been the favorite re- 
sort of agitators who could not hold their 
own in the increased competition and en- 
larged field elsewhere. The International 
Society has been very strong here for 
years, with its leaven of German, Italian, 
and Russian workers, and it is said that 
this is now the seat of the Irish dynamite 
party as well. But the bulk of the agi- 
tators are French refugees of an inferior 
grade, like this M. Marchi, who has 
just been sent back across the bor- 
der, and of whom the Indépendance 
Belge says: ‘He came to Brus- 
sels as a wine merchant, and became 
amerchant in revolution.” 1t was Mar- 
chi’s paper, Le National Belge, which last 
week spoke of “ M. Cobourg, sovereign by 
the grace of God and the stupidity of the 
Belgian people,” and hinted that if he and 
all his family had been lost in a recent ma- 
rine disaster the country would not have 
missed or had cause to mourn them. You 
can readily see that while this would be 
gravely important, coming from a repre- 
sentative paper, it is only calculated to 
anger and disgust Belgians when they read 
itinan algae Seri journal maintained by 
aforeign adventurer who is not evena 
citizen. 

The native Liberal editors and leaders 
were slow to see the danger they ran from 
the friendship of such fellows as Marchi, 
and for along time acted precisely as he 
and his ilk could most have desired, but 
they have cooled a great deal within the 
past fortnight, and no protests against the 
daily insults offered to the King in the 
ouvrier press are now more resonant than 
theirs. Asa matter of fact, they are des- 
perately worried over the result of 
the communal elections, which oc- 
cur on the 19th of this month. They 
have heard, and evidently fear, 
that large bodies of moderate Lib- 
erals intend voting with the Clerical 
Party, just toindicate their disapproba- 
tion of the recent extreme acts and vio- 
lent talk of their own side, Even in this 
Radical stronghold of Brussels there is 
danger that Paul Janson, the pet of the 
Proletariat, will be defeated, and similar 
fears are said to be entertained in Ant- 
werp, Ghent, Namur, and other Radical 
cities. The iaterest with which you over 
in America are waiting for the result of 
your ‘October elections” is calm indiffer- 
ence itself compared with the breathless 
anxiety with which both sides are waiting 
for the edict of the 19th. 

Meantime trade is unprecedently dull 
here, and the once bright, busy, cheery 
little capital seems sadly changed. It is 
scarcely slower in Bruges, that place of 
historie stagnation, than in Brussels since 
the clerical country towns began to 
avenge the riots of Sept. 7 by boycotting 
the business houses of city Liberals. 
Landlords are very glum, too, over the 
fear that these political troubles will tend 
to keep away the usual Winter visit- 
ors. This consideration, also, no 
doubt has its effect in sobering 
down the tone of the Liberal press, which 
repudiates Republicanism now with all its 
might, and insists that the King is entitled 
to all courtesy, respect, and Filing. All 
this looks like another Conservative tri- 
umph a fortnight hence. It is a great pity 
that the Clericals, both secular and other- 
wise, are not a less bigoted and inconsid- 
erate body of men and were not likely to 
abuse their triumph if they gain one.

In a few rare cases the vintage in the 
Médoc has commenced to-day, butit will be only 
after Sunday that the gathering will become 
general. Proprietors are shivering with appre- 
hension, ag recent chillyjmornings have warned 
them that Summer is over and the weather 
therefore most uncertain. Upon the period of 
the next three weeks depend the hopes of the 
year, and these hopes are very modest ones. In 
the Médoc, the home of claret, as I have seen 
from a tramp of some 20 miles through the vine- 
yards and aride of 40 miles more, the expecta- 
tions do not exceed that of three-fourths of a 
crop, often less. A sad proprietor said to me 
here this morning: ‘“* Many vineyards will only 
grow the half of the grapes yielded last year.” 

A geological map of France: shows all the 
whole Province of Aquitaine, which includes 
the Gironde and several departments further 
south, to be of the tertiary formation, and cer- 
tainly when the Médoc Old Man of the Sea gave 


up possession of his territory to Dry Land the 
treasures that were to become renowned vine- 
yards were made up of beds of shingle and some 
sand. Everywhere these are good, but when 
rolled up into dunes some 20 to 50 feet above the 
surrounding level, such masses of white peb- 
bles, a little sand, and a_ dash of fria- 
ble soil bear the priceless grapes of 
Lafite, Latour, and Margaux. The surface of 
the department will be found by the English 
visitor much the same as is many of the sand 
hills of our Eastern counties—the uneven bed of 
a recent sea. On the eastern side of the Gironde 
the geological strata are cretaceous; the brandy 
grapes of Cognac are grown ona very similar 
soil to that of Champagne, of Saumur, and of 
Vouvray. On either side of the river the “* cotes” 
or hill slopes are very moderate, those getting 
above 400 feet being quite uncommon, with most 
elevations 20 to 60 feet. Nearness to the river 
seems a necessity; and certainly the 
tier line of all the best Médoc 
yards does not extend ten miles’ from 
the. water. The Bordelais districts, those 
of Graves, and the numerous vineyards * be- 
tween two seas’—the Garonne and Dordogne 
Rivers—the districts of Libourne, extending to 
St. Emilion, and of Blaye, Bourg, St. André, 
&e., run much more inland, but remain neigh- 
bors to the streams and river alluvial soils. The 
whole climate is oceanic, and, indeed, the ** Gi- 
rondin climate” extends from St. Nazaire to the 
Pyrenees, and reaches right across France, over 
the central mountains to the line of the Rhone. 
The home of claret, however, may be defined as 
including the departments of the two Charentes 
and Gironde. Here the trail of the vine branch is 
over them all, Vineyards take possession of 
every available acre, and the soilis given up 
grudgingly to any other cultivation. Seen from 
a distance, the broad surfaces of the vineyards 
at this date are like brown moorlands, and, hap- 
pening to be set down at night near St. Estéphe 
last week from .the diligence, away from all 
houses, the appearance of the surrounding lanc 
was thatofa large common. By daylight the 
vineyards had more the look of black currant 
gardens, or still mcre similar to fields of seed. 
wurtzel through which Lincolnshire partridge:

The subject of the vine diseases and attacks by 
the phyloxera vastatrix may be here dismissed— 
the evils are indicating their remedies, and cour- 
age and science are struggling not unsuccessfuliy 
where at first dismay and faintheartedness aban- 
doned the vineyards. As land may become 
clover-sick and corn-sick, so vineyards (many 
nearly a century old) may become wine-sick and 
ask for a pause and change. Old vine stocks 
rooted up,the soil rested and supineeed with 
strong or foreign vine plants to be grafted, is 
one remedy. Chemical dressings before flower- 
ing, soon after, and a third time if necessary, are 
found serviceable against various evils, and can 
be done at about 14s. per acre. Where the vine-

enefit has resulted, but it is doubtful whether 
the improvement resulting has been from the 
fertilizing mud of the river giving strength to 
the —_ or from the water making the habitat 
of the insect world a deluge that destroys life. 
Anyhow, last year and this year—as may be seen

A new vineyard, where soil and site invite ex- 
periment, as at St. Yzans, may be made per acre 
for—Plants, 10s.; preparing jand and planting, 
£40; sundry costs, 10s.; total, £41. Say from £40 
to £45. The vines begin to bear the third and 
fourth phe but fruit weakens the plant, and it 
is usually the fifth year before a crop will be 
taken. «/armyard manure is reckoned the best of 
all, and all manures are put sparingly applied. 
Production is believed to vary from 200 gallons 
ae acre in a good year down to 80 gallons ina 

ad year. Theaverage of 10 years—1871-80—was 
185 gallons to the acre. For one gallon of wine 
about 20 pounds of grapes are required, weigh- 
ing the bunches and stalkstogether. It is said 
in 1875 the produce in weight was sometimes two 
and a half ee per acre. Let it, however, be 
always remembered that in estimating a season’s 
yield at vintage time that this is subject to the 
loss of 10 per cent. which wine suffers in its first 
year. Vineyards have four plowings, a special 
plow being drawn by oxen in the Médoc, where 
the good Limousin cattle patiently work out 
their lives with their yoke-fellows. The first 
plowing, in February, clears the earth from the 
roots; next, in due time, the low returns 
the covering earth; again the ‘soil is 
plowed from the roots, to be _ recoy- 
ered at the final plowing in July. The 
soil is the blood of the grape, yet in most vine- 
yards it is left to grow weeds aftertne July 
plowing, and in this last week of September [ 
have seen thousands of acres where weeds 
choked, grappled, and nearly smothered the 
vines. The Médoc mind is soaked with wine, 
which fills the veins and arteries of social con- 
versation. Every one speaks of * tonneaux,” 
quotations are made per ‘*‘ tonneau,” and the 
latest thing done at Lesparre, Pauillac, or Mar- 
gaux is in every journal and on every lip.

Yet Médoc wine has doubled in price from 20 
years ago. Then thereis the cost of bottling, 
and this, when done on a large acale, is yet con- 
siderable. To a ton thvre are reckoned 1,140 or- 
dinary bottles, which may be bought for 228f. 
The corks will cost 35f. to 45f., according to 
quality, the actual mechanical bottling 20f., and 
for carriage and sundry expenses 7f. to 10f. will 
be wanted. Thus the 1,J40 bottles, independent 
of the wine, cost: about £12, or 244d. each. In 
ordinary seasons, therefore, the wine’ merchant 
may and does sell pure claret at a fair profit for 
1s. a bottle, and the cost to a workman in the 
Médoc of his wine is not more than that of good 
ale to the English artisan. But mount the first 
step of the latterin price, in taste, in name and 
quality, and the connoisseur soon finds himself 
among the eight-shilling, tweive-shilling, and 
fifteen-shilling bottles of old and noted Cris. 
The bottling process is mostly done by the im- 
porting countries, and five-sixths of the wine 
from the Gironde are sold in the wood 
and forwarded by ships. 

The home consumption of France is more than 
nine-tenths of the whol. excepting perhaps 
champagne, of which fore.¢p countries are the 
chief admirers. Paris drinks more claret than 
all England. Of the world’s total wine produc- 
tion France is reckoned to grow 35 per cent. The 
French vineyard proprietors are Medes, and the 
French wine brokers and merchants Persians, 
for theirliaws are unchangeable. Orce named the 
wine bears its title throngnacentury. Skilland 
money cannot create even a life peerout of a 
bourgeois wine, and no peasant or artisan wine 
carries a Marshal’s baton in its grape basket. 
Such as it was and is, such it remains, the same 
for ever in the market. Some proprietors call 
for a reform bill in this matter.

IS NEW-JERSEY FOR SALE 


PHELPS AND ROBESON WILL AN- 
SWER ON TUESDAY. 

THE STATE SAFE FOR CLEVELAND UNLESS 
A CORRUPTION FUND IS USED—HOW 
ITS PURCHASE IS MADE POSSIBLE. 

Trenton, N. J., Oct. 31.—Six weeks ago 
there was no doubt about New-Jersey’s Electoral 
vote. The Democrats were confident, and the Re- 
publicans were hopeless. There was a general 
concensus of opinion that New-Jersey is a Demo- 
cratic State, and that this year would prove no 
exception to Presidential years that nad gone 
before. If Hancock was able to carry this 
neighbor of New-York when New-York was 
starmpeded on the tariff question, it was argued, 
what hope can there be for Blaine, of all Repub- 
licang, running against New-York’s popular 

Governor? If this ardent protectionist State 

could not be driven from its allegiance to the 

Democratic Party when the workingmen of 

New-York were frightened by the bugbears of 

tariff misrepresentation, surely now, when the 

Republicans are endeavoring to apotheosize 

public crime and to elevate to the Presidency 

the public criminal, New-Jersey cannot be 
moved. So men on both sides reasoned. “Oh! 

New-Jersey is all right—the surest of Northern 

States,” said the people at the Democratic head- 

quarters, and New-Jersey Republicans admitted 

in private conversation that Mr. Blaine would 
not receive New-Jersey’s Electoral vote. 

Something has happened to change all this. 

The situation cannot be said to be reversed, for 

the Republicans are not confident of the State. 

Still they have a hope which they were not 

blessed with a month ago, and the Democrats 

fee] a fear which they had not then experienced. 

There isa fundamental reason for Democratic 

uneasiness. The Republicans have the best or- 

ganization. The State Committee which man- 
aged Mr. Garfield’s campaign in 1880 is now man- 
aging Mr. Blaine’s. It has not only a thorough 
knowledge of the State, but of the weak spots in 
the Republican line four years ago. Its early 
campaign work, however, lacked the enthu- 
siasm which cannot exist together with 


nopelessness. The contest was carried on 
from a sense of duty, and, with the poe 
ble exception of William Walter Phelps, 
no one among the leaders of the Repulican Party 
believed that Biaine had the slightest chance of 
securing New-Jersey. Over here Mr. Phelps is 
thought to havean abiding faith in the ftowd 
of money, and it is possible that from the begin- 
ning he saw various channels in which his great 
wealth might be of service to his friend and 
leader. Be that asit may, it was only recently 
that the Republican managers appeared to think 
that they might carry the State, and then they 
went to work in dead earnest. They have to 
encounter a formidable army without efficient 
leaders, for the Democratic State Committee is 
in pew hands and lacks experience. There is 
much complaint and jealousy of it on the part 
of the men who once led the hosts to victory, 
and there issome quiet gratulation among the 
McPherson branch of the party that Mr. Kelsey, 
the Secretary of State, and not the Senator, 
will be responsible for any defeat that may 
come to Cleveland in his native State. 
it isnot to be assumed, however, that Mr. Mc- 
Pherson and his friendsare idle. On the con- 
trary, they have worked hard, and filled the full 
measure of the political duty. There is no lack 
ot Democratic enthusiasm, and the members of 
the State Committee would take much shame to 
themselves if, after all the years during which 
New-Jersey has been loyal to the Democratic 
Party, it should now be carried by such a man 
as Blaine. The lack of manipulating skill, of 
the ability to meet and overcome the tactics of 
their shrewd opponents, is the trouble. 

The Republican attacks on the Democratic 
strength are not resisted. The difficulty 
in New-Jersey arises from two facts: 
First, the strength of the protection senti- 
ment, and, second, the great number of 
unemployed workingmen, The Republican 
Staté Committee has received word from Mr. 
Jones’s headquarters that New-Jersey’s Electoral 
vote is absolutely necessary to Mr. Blaine’s suc- 
cess. It is apparent that the outlook in New- 
York is so unpromising that the main effort is to 
be made in New-Jersey and Indiana. The com- 
mittee at Jersey City has been warned that both 
these States must be carried by the Republicans 
if Mr. Blaine is to be saved from defeat. That 
means a good deal to Mr. Phelps, whose political 
future depends on Mr. Biaine’s success, as well 
as to many other pene At any rate the warn- 
ing has been followed by wonderful activity 
among the Republicans, who have given evidence 
that they mean to leave untried no effort which 
promises success. 

Naturally, the Democrats are disturbed. Thus 
far there are no signs of a coming defeat for 
Cleveland, for there is no doubt that to-day, as 
heretofore, the Democrats have more yotes in 
the State than the Republicans. But the Cleve- 
land men are beginning to wish that the fighting 
were over. They are nervous because they real- 
ize that their great leaderless mob is sustaining 
the attacks of an insidious and desperate oppo- 
nent. In the first place, all factions of New- 
Jersey Republicans are united, There are no 
stalwarts in the struggle. The only defection is 
that of the independent Republicans, and offthat 
class there are certainly a great many in the 
State. Among those who remain there is no dis- 
cord, because this year of all others the interests 
of the factions are identical. Eight State Sena- 
tors are to be elected who will participate in 
choosing Senator Sewell’s successor. Therefore 
the stalwart forces are brought into active opera- 
tion, and the Senator is working diligently in 
the Blaine interest that those who are enthusi- 
astic supporters of the Republican Electoral 
ticket may be found on his side when his own 
contest comes two years hence. Thus harmony 
is produced among the wrangling factions of 
the Camden District, for Robeson, who is the 
Senator’s antagonist, must remain out of public 
life if Blaine shall not be successful next Tues- 
day. Itissaid in Trenton that Sewell’s connec- 
tion with the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
has arrayed that rich and powerful corporation 
on his side,and that thereby votes and money 
have been gained by the Republicans. This 
belief is not confined to the Democratic leaders, 
but it is shared by the independent Republicans, 
many of whom are prominent lawyers, familiar 
with the part which has been often played by 
the company in the politics and legislation of 
the State. 

Notwithstanding the almost universal distrust 
of him throughout the country, Robeson has 
much influence in New-Jersey—not enough to 
regain for him a seat in the House of Represent- 
atives, nor to procure him a Senatorship, but 
sufficient to make him an important factor for 
or against other candidates. Mr. Blaine is under 
obligations to this industrious and unscrupulous 
friend, who has devoted himseif to the interests 
of the man from Maine for many months. 
During the last session of Congress, the ex-Sec- 
retary of the Navy worked diligently in Wash- 
ington for Mr. Blaine and for John Roach, 








whose attorney he is said now to be, 
He is one of the quiet agents engaged 
in the campaign, and he is to be found 
in different parts of the State. Yesterday he 
wasin Trenton. He hasan ambition for one of 
two public employments. He desires to either 
succeed his friend Mr. Chandler as Secretary of 
the Navy or to represent the Government in 
one of the first-class European missions. It 
is supposed that, were the choice given him, 
he would select France, for he loves Paris and 
its good living. Blaine will give him one of 
these places or another equally goo, or else Mr. 
Robeson will look upon himself as a wronged 
and deceived man. What prominent chair of 
power his portly} form shall fill will depend on 
Mr. Blaine’s disposition of his other ardent New- 
Jersey supporter, Mr. William Walter Phelps. 
One of the two will go into the Cabinet and the 
other will grace a foreign Court. This is what 
Mr. Biaine’s success means to New-Jersey Re- 
publicans. 

While Senator Sewell, with hissupposed Penn- 
sylvania Railway support, and Mr. Robeson are 
looking after Blaine’s fortunes in the Southern 

art of the State Mr. Pheips is taking care of 
Northern New-Jersey. It is charged that Mr. 
Phelps is spending a good deal of money, and 
that he is willing to spend a good deal more. Mr. 
Pheips’s neighbors may do him injustice, but it 
is the fact that not only the Democrats of the 
State, but Republicans who live in his district, 
and who have voted for him, believe that he 
does not hesitate to use money corruptly in 
elections. There is, however, as yet no evidence 
that money has been improperly used, although 
it is suspected that the ‘recent sudden change of 
the Labor Standard, published at Paterson, in Mr. 
Phelps’s district, from Cleveland to Blaine, was 

rocured by money. Some of the leaders in the 

bor movement, of which the paper was the 
organ, do not hesitate to charge that the Stand- 
ard sold out to Mr, Phelps. That gentleman, 
apparently, pays all the expenses of the Repub- 
lican campaign in Northern New-Jersey. The 
clubs are at no expense for uniforms or music or 
transportation on the railways, but beyond that 
nothing has been seen ofa corruption fund. It 
is nevertheless feared, both by Democrats and 
independents, and the fearis heightened, perhaps 
occasioned, by Mr. Phelps’s reputation as a man 
who is willing to spend money for the purchase 
of votes. 

Another element making for Republican suc- 
cess is the Irish defection. No one seems to 
know how much this amounts to. The Repub- 
licans sav that itis very large. There is no doubt 
that, immediately after the nomination of Cleve- 
land, it was alarming, although it has never been 
great enough of itself to endanger Democratic 
success. Until recently it was pretty generally 
admitted that the Irish vote for Blaine would 
not be great enough to overcome the natural 
Democratic majority.

PETITION OF THE BROADWAY 
RAILROAD COMPANY. 
TALKATIVE MR. FULLER HAS A’SPAT WITH 

COL. BLISS—MR. DAVIES WANTS THE 
POSITION OF THE COMPANY DEFINED. 
Great ingenuity in the twisting of facts 
was exhibited yesterday by the lawyers who are 
engaged in befogging the minds ot the Common 
Counch Railroad Committee on the subject of 
the Broadway Railroad franchise. Opposed to 
the Broadway Surface Railroad people are 
men who don’t want any railroad in Broadway, 
others who do want one but don’t want Jacob 
Sharp and! his associates to build it, and still 
others, or at least one man, who says he is will- 
ing the Sharp people should have the fran- 
chise if they will pay enough for it and build 
such a road as should be built. This one man is 
the talkative resident of Washington Heights, 

Lawson N. Fuller. 

Mr. Fuller was a little late yesterday morning, 
and two or thrée gentlemen had, therefore, a 
chance tospeak. One of these was Fearing Gill, 
Vice-President of the New-York Cab Company, 
(Limited.) Mr, Gill told the committee that in 
the last 10 years the number of vehicles in this 
city had increased 200 per cent. Such a railroad 
as the petitioners proposed to build would prove 
in two months to be inoperative because of the 
obstruction it itself was cause. ‘ This railroad,” 
said Mr. Gill, ‘‘is not desired or favored by one 
one-hundredth part of the people whose inter- 
ests are at stake.”’ 

**It would be next to impossible for usto drive 
through Broadway in the Winter if there were a 
railroad there,” said John J. McGoldrick, who 
claimed to represent 1,200 cabmen. ‘The rail- 
road companies throw snow up on either side of 
their tracks, and if we drive on the tracks we are 


liable to be arrested for obstructing them. The 
cabmen are opposed to a road in Broadway.” 

T. A. Hawes said that he didn’t own an 
inch of lend in New-York, but he appeared 
of his own accord to speak as a private 
citizen and for private citizens,in favor of a 
road in Broadway. Such a road would be a 
great accommodation to the man whd wants to 
go down to Wall-street on a hot Summer day and 
make a deposit. It’s all moonshine to talk about 
the elevated roads taking the place of a road in 
Broadway. The sentiment that protects Broad- 
way is nonsense. Now, I was born in New-York, 
I saw Columbia College, the Brick Church, and 
the New-York Hospital go up town, but I shed 
no tears. I recognized the necessity of the 
changes. Sacred Broadway! Nonsense!” 

Then Mr. Fuller got on his feet and told the 
committee that when looking over the consents 
obtained by the Broadway Railroad Company 
he had found certain things, 

“Then it seems,”’ said Col. Bliss, ** that Citizen 
Fuller has access to the private papers of the 
Broadway Railroad Company.” 

‘““No more access than he might have,” re- 
torted Mr. Fuller; ** but where ignorance is Bliss 
*tis folly to be wise.” 

**Do you want that to goon record?” asked 
Alderman Waite. 

* Yes, Sir. I’d like to have it.’ Mr. Fuller nar- 
rated his experience in a Broadway stage, in 
which he represented himself as stepping on the 
toes of an irascible man and getting sworn at 
in a most horrifying manner and then being sat 
down upon by a fat woman. 
rt Was that before or after dinner?’ asked Col. 

ss. 

“*T don’t remember,” answered Mr. Fuller. ‘It 
don’t make any difference, for I don’t drink 
wine with my dinner, as you do, anyway.” 

Col. Bliss did not attempt to deny this charge, 
and Mr. Fuller went on to say that he thought 
the company getting the franchise ought to re- 
munerate the stage lines, which would be injuri- 
ously affected. N. B. Adams said that there are 
to-day in Broadway between Chambers and 
Fourteenth streets over 100 signs of ** To let” 
posted up; that is to say, that one out of every 
six buildings between the streets named is to 
rent in whole or part. 

‘* What do youthink is the reason of that?” 
asked Alderman Waite. 

Mr. Adams—Reason? There are no facilities 
for getting there. 

Julien T. Davies argued strongly in favor of 
the committee compelling the petitioners to re- 
linquish all benefits they might claim under the 
grant made at the meeting of the Common Coun- 
cil on Aug. 30, or to state under which petition 
they proposed to make claims; also, that the 
committee force the petitioners to state how 
much they will give in a grosssum or in percent- 
age for the franchise. 

Lawson N. Fuller took the fioor again and said 
it looked bad when the petitioners hadto employ 
**the senior counsel of star route notoriety.” 
“I’m afraid of him,” said Mr. Fuller. ‘‘ just as 
Beecher was afraid of Judge Fullerton. He’s 
tricky.” 

“Do you think the public is interestea in this 

atter ?” asked one of the committee. 

‘““ Why, my dear Sir, there ain’t a man, woman, 
or child in New-York but is absorbed in it. They 
don’t come here, to be sure, but it’s because they 
can’t. Some of them don't know how to talk 
very well, and these lawyers pick them to pieces 
and ask them impudent questions, justas Mr. 
Bright has asked me.”’ 

“The trouble is with these lawyers,” said Mr. 
Fuller, ‘‘ they talk just as they are paid to talk. 
You know, Col. Bliss, you’d talk just as strong 
against this scheme as you talk for it, if you had 
been employed to.”’ 

* Your folks tried to employ me,” said Col. 
Bliss, ** but I wouldn’t have anything to do with 
them after I learned that they had you at work 
for them.” 

‘Didn't dare to come on the side where I was, 
probably,” said Mr. Fuller. 

The hearing will go on to-day. 





A DISPUTE ABOUT MR. WILLETS’S WILL. 

By his will the late Samuel Willets be- 
queathed one-tifth of his estate of $8,000,000 to a 
granddaughter. Ina codicil he revoked the be- 
quest. After his death his granddaughter began 
a contest of the codicil. Pending this contest in 
the Surrogate’s Court an action was brought in 


the Supreme Court for the construction’ of 
the will. In this suit Judge Andrews has 
decided that as the contest of. the codi- 
cil does not. affect the undisputed 
legacies of the will, the Executors may proceed 
to the payment of those legacies without regard 
to that contest. He has also decided that the 
legatees of shares of stock are entitled to the in- 
terest on the shares accrued since the death of 
Mr. Willets.

URGING THEM TO BE FAITHFUL TO CLEVE- 
LAND AND TO GRANT. 


Tammany’s Committee on Organization 
metinthe cave in Fourteenth-street last night 
to receive the usual instructions for election day. 
John Kelly rapped them to order, and told the dis- 
trict leaders that he wanted to hear what the con- 
dition of affairs was in their bailiwicks, and how 
many votes the national and cpunty tickets were 
likely to receive. If there was any disaffection 
he desired them to state that also. Police Justice 
Duffy led off with a glowing account of affairs 
in the Battery District, over which he declared 
he had traveled from Canal-street to Battery 
Park. “It nothing wonderful happens,” said 
he. **Mr. Grant will have 1,000 majority and 
Cleveland and Hendricks will have a hearty 
support.”’ 

Mr. Kelly interrupted him to say: ‘**The men 
whom you select to take charge of the polls 
must be reputable men who will not deceive the 
committee, and about whose fidelity there is no 
doubt. I have no doubt Mr. Grant will be 
elected in spite of the schemes of your op- 
ponents. Fortune seems to favor this organi- 
zation at this time. We have reiterated time and 
again our fidelity to the candidates nominated 
at Chicago. [Applause.] Insinuations have 
been made that we do not intend to support 
them. Wecannot help what people say about 
this organization. Tammany, as we all know, 
has always been truthtul and energetic in sup- 
porting candidates of the Democratic Party.” 

District after district was called, and encour- 
aging reports were received from them all. In 
the Republican districts, such as the Eleventh, 
Seventh, and Twenty-first, it was promised that 
Garfield’s majority should be cut down. Accord- 
ing to the totals furnished by these leaders 
Cleveland’s majority in the city of New-York 
must be in the neighborhood of 47,000. It may 
be more than that, and it may be less, for as 
everybody knows who has heard figures reeled 
off in the cave, Tammany figures are quite as 
untrustworthy asTammany leaders.

Senator 
George F. Plunkitt said that the Coun- 
ty Democrats and Republicans in both 
the Fifteenth and Seventeenth Districts 
were preparing to deal, and he openly charged 
that Maurice B. Flynn had endeavored to nego- 
tiate a trade with Chairman Nugent, of the Re- 
publican Association in the Fourteenth District. 
One or two other speakers said they had heard 
sundry rumors of this same wicked nature. It 
will be just as wellin this convention to remind 
the County Democrats that the Tammany lead- 
ers in the First, Second, Sixth, Seventh, Twelfth, 
Fifteenth, Sixteenth, Seventeenth, Eighteenth, 
and Twenty-third Districts will bear watching. 

Each district leader was requested to give the 
number of men who would be in to-morrow 
night’s parade and review of the Tammany 
Legion.

GREAT EXPECTATIONS: 
—_——~—————— 
ENORMOUS PROFITS ANTICIPATED FROM THE 
PEARL FISHERIES OF LOWER CALIFORNIA. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle, Oct, 74. 

About 100 years ago Juan Oxio first 
called attention to the vast source of wealth 
concealed in the mud which lay at the bottom of 
the waters of the Gulf of California adjacent to 
the eastern coast of Lower California. He dis- 
covered there immense beds of the pearl oyster 
and realized great wealth. He fished principally 
for the black shell, (Concha nacar,) which is 
found in great quantities from San Sebastian Bay 
to the mouth of the Rio Colorado. After his 
death the industry was followed in a desultory 
fashion till about 1859, From that time till 1872 
it was pursued in a more systematio manner, the 
trade, however, being practically monopolized 
by the agents of wealthy European houses, who 
established themselves on the lower peninsula 
and purchased the pearls and shells on the 
ground as soon as removed from the water, 
About that time some of the merchants of 
La Paz discovered that they could deal di- 
rectly with Paris, London, and Hamburg, and 
save the profits of middlemen, and the European 
agents were, so to speak, starved out. Still the 
fishing was conducted on the old and time-hon- 
ored system of using divers trained by long ex- 
perience to remain perhaps two, or at most 
three, minutes under water. In 1875 two schoon- 
ers, each of about 200 tons, one from Australia, 
the other from England, went to those waters, 
liberally supplied with diving apparatus, hel- 


mets, rubber suits, hose, and life lines, and 138 
boats and boats’ crews to operate them. With 
the aid of these appliances they made a clear 
profit in six months of $125,000. The merchants 
engaged in the fisheries purchased the divin 
apparatus from the schooners, and since tha 
time the diver’s helmet has driven the unfor- 
tunate individuals who, unlike our politicians, 
made their living by holding their breath, en- 
tirely out of the pearl-fishing fields of labor. 
But the advantages possessed by the pearl 
fishers of La Paz were advantages which 
might be shared in common with any 
other persons who could command the capital 
necessary to go into the same business. The idea 
of seeing oe and aliens come in and scoo 
up from the dof the gulf the wealth whic 
they were beginning to regard as their inalien- 
able inheritance was intolerable. But how to 
avoid it was the question. That conundrum was 
soon solved by the elevation to the Mexican 
Presidency of Gen. Gonzales. That gentleman 
was applied to, and, by “proper representa- 
tions,” his favorable consideration was secured 
and given toa plan by which, on the 28th of 
February, 1884, five concessions were granted to 
tive gentlemen. The concessions give these gen- 
tlemen, their associates, and assigns the exclusive 
right and privilege of all shell fisheries in their 
respective zones for the period of 16 years, pay- 
ing therefor a royalty and export duty in full of 
all claims of the Government, amounting alto- 
serge to $10 a ton on all shells exported for tho 
rst three years, and $15 a ton for the remaining

he holders of these concessions immediately 
consolidated their interests, as no doubt was the 
original intention, and dispatched Juan Hidalgo, 
armed with powers of attorney and all necessary 
credentials, to obtain the capital necessary to 
systematically work one of the most gigantic 
schemes of monopoly which the world_has ever 
seen. Sefior Hidalgo’s efforts in San Francisco 
have been successful, and in July: last, under 
the modest title of the Mother-of-Pearl Shell 
totes a@ corporation was formed under the 
laws of Alifornia, with Juan Hidalgo as Presi- 
dent, George W. Walts (General Freight Agent 
of the Union Pacific Railway) as Secretary, and 
D. Samuels, of the Lace House, R. E. Phillips, (the 
capitalist,) and Julius Jacobs, General Agent of 
the Germania Life Insurance Company, as Di- 
rectors, with a capital of $500,000. It 1s hinted 
that in addition to the foregoing names a num- 
ber of our prominent capitalists, among others 
ex-Gov. Perkins, are interested as stockholders. 
As an evidence of the enormous profits to be 
made by this | gh scheme, it may be men- 
tioned that forthe past two years the yield of 
the fisheries conducted with four schooners and 
twenty boats has been from $200,000 to $250,000 
in pearls and about 900 tons of shell worth from 
£60 to £70—say £65 a ton, or about $292,500, mak- 
-~ a gross yield of $542,000 per annum. 
he company has now four schooners on the 
fishing grounds, the Porfirio Diaz, the Adriana, 
the Consuelo, and the Paloma. The fisheries are 
conducted as follows: Bach vessel carries five 
boats and each boat carries a crew of six men—sa 
diver, two men to work the air pumps, one at 
the life line, and two at the oars, ® vessel 
having anchored on favorable grounds, the boats 
ut off from the ship’s side early in the morning. 
The diver is lowered and remains on the bottom 
tor two or three hours at a time, and by 30’clock 
in the afternoon he has filled into his iron basket 
from 700 to 2,000 shells. At that hour the shells 
are opened by the officers, who remove and re- 
tain in safe keeping the pearls, which are princi- 
pally what are known as black pearls, of great 
rarity and value at present. The decks are then 
cleaned up, the shells consigned to the hold, and 
work discontinued for the remainder of the day, 
The pearls and shells are sold in the markets of 
London, Paris, and Hamburg—principally in 
London. 

Preparations are being made by the company 
to send, as soon as possible, a large fleet of ves- 
sels, equipped with all the improvements in div- 
ing apparatus. As a further instance of the 
enormous powers conferred by the Gonzalez 
Government on its favored monopolies, the 
holders of the concessions are authorized, with- 
out any process of law, by force of arms, if 
necessary, to arrest any persons found fishing in 
the waters of the Gulf without a permit or 
license from Sefor Hidalgo end his associates, or 
their assigns, and to seize their vessels and con- 
sign them to the Mexican authorities, to be dealt 
with according to Mexican law, and all Custom 
House officers on the Gulf coast have been in- 
structed to recognize the permits and licenses of 
the holders of the concession, with the same ef- 
fect as if issued from the fountain head of the 
Government.

The Chairman of the Republican State 
Committee in Connecticut has put. himself 
Ina bad position by refusing to sign an 
eminently proper and much-needed warn- 
ing against the bribery of voters issued by 
the Independent Republican Committee 
of New-Haven. It was promptly signed 
by Mr. GaLLaGHER, the Chairman of 
the Democratic Committee, and the reason 
Mr. LynpDE HARRISON assigns in excuse 
for withholding his official signature— 
that he really doesn’t know whom the 
{ndependent Committee represents and 
cannot fellowship with it—is about the 
poorest and thinnest he could have 
found. There is the best of reasons for 
issuing this warning, with its .citation of 
the penalties for bribery in. elections, 
for it is well known that the Re- 
publican National Committee is prepar- 
ing to buy in Connecticut, New-Jersey, 
Indiana, and one or two Southern States 
enough votes to elect Mr. BLaIne; and 
Mr. HaRRison must not complain if the 
worst possible construction is put upon his 
action. We have received assurances that 
steps have been taken not only in Con- 
necticut, but in New-York,in Brooklyn, 
and in New-Jersey which will make the 
bribery of voters extremely dangerous to 
those who undertake it. 








No voter ought to allow himself to be 
intimidated in .the coming election by 
politicians or by those for whom he does 
an honest day’s work for wages fairly 
earned. We kno&, however, that the 
pressure to which some voters are sub-- 
jected is sometimes so severe that: 
they are inclined to yield. It is 
known that there are manufacturers 
in New-Jersey who are striving to 
bulldoze their employés and force them to 
vote for Buainr. The New-Jersey Com-. 
mittee of Independents should place in 
the hands of every one of these employés 
‘a ballot that can be cast for an honest 
man and for honest government. These 
allots should be sent to their homes, so 
‘that they may take them from their 
homes to the polls and cast them freely 
there. 

Mr. BLAINE remarked, in the Brooklyn

public lands,” said he, ‘‘and the conser- 
vation of those lands for the benefit of 
actual settlers will be upheld.”’

a section to one purchaser, and for a price 
not exceeding two dollars and fifty cents 
per acre.” That was a provision in behalf 
of actual settlers seeking homes. After 
he became owner of the bonds, whose value 
was affected by this restriction, this right- 
eous provision was repealed, undoubtedly 
with his assistance, and thereby the com- 
pany was empowered to withhold its land 
from actual settlers and sell it to English 
or American capitalists in large tracts. 
We have on record his opinion concerning 
that provision, for in his speech of April 
24, 1876, he declared that it was a “‘ mis- 
take.” He cared nothing for the actual 
settler then, but he did care about his 
bonds. He cares just as much for the 
actual settler now, but he wants the actual 
settler's vote. 








Our esteemed contemporary, Cyrus W. 
FIELD, will be surprised to learn that the 
appearance of his candidate, under his 
auspices, as the guest of GOULD and SaGE 
and CoNNoR, has again unsettled many 
greasy Republican stomachs whose owners 
had at last decided to swallow BLAINE. 
The idea of swallowing GOULD and SaGE 
and FIELD and CoNnNoR together is too 
much for these weaker brethren.

Itis of itself one of vast 
importance. Are the people of this coun- 
try capable of resisting at once the ap- 
peal to deep-seated and unreasoning prej- 
udice, the pressure of intrenched offi- 
cial power, the arts of demagogism 
and unscrupulous management, and the 
insidious power of pecuniary corruption? 
This question they are to answer, and 
thereby vindicate their integrity or cover 
themselves with disgrace. Every honest 
Democrat and Republican, every inde- 
pendent, every American citizen with 
any sense of honor, should act with 
this issue plainly before him. We have 
an abiding faith in the honesty and 
intelligence of the people, and of their 
ability to vindicate the right of self- 
government. But eternal vigilance is 
the price of liberty, and in this case the 
most strenuous effort is called for to 
thwart the purposes of the unscrupulous 
men who, with enormous wealth at their 
command, propose deliberately to buy the 
Presidency for their own behoof. Win it 
by any other means they cannot. Every 
voter should be made to feel the shame 
and the personal danger of trafficking in the 
right of American citizenship, and honest 
men should work together regardless 
of party to defeat the forces of organ- 
ized corruption. There is more affecting 
the political weal of the American peo- 
ple, the character: of their Government, 
and the fate of their institutions involved 
in this election than has been at stake be- 
foré since the Government was founded, 
save only the integrity of the union of 
States then established. It is to be hoped 
that the people will fully appreciate this 
fact.» Then there can be no doubt as to 
the result of their action. 








THE JOBBERS’ SYNDICATE. 

While BLAINE will have at the polls the 
support of many honest but misguided 
men, his most effective support both in 
the convention at Chicago and in the 
campaign has come from a gang of con- 
spirators who are interested in gigantic 
schemes of plunder. They are moved 
neither by patriotism nor party feeling. 
Their political course is directed solely by 
their pockets. They chose BLAINE long 
ago as their candidate for the Presidency 
because they had discovered that he was 
their kind of aman. They induced thou- 
sands of honest Republicans to play into 
their hands by working with them for his 
nomination. 

We have -already:spoken of the enor- 
mous pecuniary interests of GOULD and 
HUNTINGTON and other railroad jobbers 
that are affected _ by « legislation. . The 
transcontinental line controlled by the 
two jobbers we have named owes the 
Government: and the people more than 
$100,000,000, and these men do not intend 
to pay the debt. The Thurman act stands 
in their way. One Senator.who opposed 
that: measure. has already been transferred 
to the Supreme-Court.. Now the jobbers’ 
hope to put the foremost opponent of the 
bill, BLAINE, in the White House, so that 
they-can control the appointment of three 
or four more Judges and ‘‘ pack” the Su- 
preme Bench before which the Thurman 
act may come for final interpretation. 

We have shown, also, that some of the 
shrewdest and most.successful members 
of the star route ring are hard at work for 
BLAINE, acting as his trusted agents and 
direct representatives in the campaign. 
They hope to control, through him, the 
Post Office Department, and to clear the 
way for another'raid upon the people’s 
Treasury. 

There is another branch of this infamous 
conspiracy that has escaped the attention 
of some who fully comprehend the motives 
and intentions of GoULD and HUNTINGTON, 
and of the star routers, ELKINS, KERENS, 
and' Roots. Some of the conspirators 
hope to get possession of the Interior De- 
partment, because that department deals 
with the. public lands. Large as they 
were, the: star route frauds were. almost 
insignificant in comparison with the 
frauds by which the people have 
been robbed of immense tracts of 
land. The example:set by successful ring 
speculators who have got possession of 
great areas in the Southwest has led 
thousands of other men to make a fraud- 
ulent use of the land laws, until the Land 
Commissioner has been forced to recom- 
mend that all of these laws, with one ex- 
ception, be repealed for the protection of 
honest settlers. Members of the star route 
ring dealt in land and cattle,.as well as in 
politics and the mail service, but no Cabi- 
net Minister has been found to expose 
their rascality in the domain of the Inte- 
rior Department. 

The election of BLAINE would be a great 
victory for the old land ring of Santa Fé. 
For some years ELKINS was the represent- 
ative of that ring in Congress, as Delegate 
from the Territory, New-Mexico abounds 
in Mexican grants, which have expanded 
in a marvelous way under the manipula- 
tion of scoundrels, DorsEy now dwells 
on an enormous estate the history of 
which will in good time be told, The. 
Maxwell grant has attracted some atten- 
tion because it has become the sub- 


disposed of it to a company of 
Hollanders, The boundaries had not been 
carefully defined. FRANK SHERWIN un- 
dertook to have them officially defined 
and the title established by Government 
patent. He secured the patent, and the 
United States Department of Justice has 


the ground of fraud. The bill sets forth 
that the grant originally contained about 
1,083,720 acres, and that the new survey, 
made by JOHN T. ELKrIns and RoBERT G. 
MARMovN, as Deputies of Surveyor-General 
ATKINSON, fraudulently extended the 
boundaries so as to include 265,000 acres 
in addition, valued at $3,000,000. The bill 
says that JoHN T. ELKINS was the brother 
of STEPHEN B. ELKINS who was at the 
time President of the Maxwell Land Grant 
Company, and it alleges that these two 
men entered into an agreement to extend 
the grant over a large area then and now 
occupied by actual settlers, 

There are other suits pending that affect 
ring interests in New-Mexico. Those who 
are to be defendants would like to see 
BLAINE President and to have something 
to say about the appointmeut of an At- 
torney-General. Does any one. believe 
that a Blaine Administration would push 
these suits? There are men who assert 
that there isa conspiracy to steal half of 
that ring-ridden Territory. And yet 
BLAINE, whose chief political agent is 
ELKINS, talks eloquently about the public 
domain as a sacred trust to be held for 
actual settlers, adding, however, that 
there should be a proper regard for ‘“vest- 
ed rights,” : 

If the books of the Interior Department 
could be laid open before the people, and 
the almost innumerable jobs in public 
lands exposed, the Nation . would be 
amazed. But there would be no ex- 
posure under an Administration . con- 
trofed by Buaine, ELKINS, GOULD, and 
CHAFFEE. 











BLAINE’S HOPES IN THE SOUTH. 


The languid canvass made by the Blaine 
managers in this State, together with the 
activity of CHAFFEE and MAHONE in the 
South, tend to elucidate the mysterious in- 
timations sf {the managers as to their abil- 
ity to dispense with New-York. 

In 1880 there was no attempt made to 
break the solidity of the South. The 
managers of the Republican canvass be- 
lieved that they could get on without a 
Southern vote,-and the event justified 
them. Things have greatly changed. 
The Republican Party was then united. 
Gen. ARTHUR’S personal exertions in this 
city to raise money were wonderfully suc- 
cessful, chiefly by reason of the general 
belief, among Democratic. as well as 
among Republican men of business, that 
it would be wise to let well enough 
alone. These causes insured the success 
of the Republican ticket in New-York 
and made it unnecessary to hunt about 
for desperate chances in the South. 

Now all this is changed. The business 
community, then satisfied, is now pro- 
foundly dissatisfied with the commercial 
situation and the commercial outlook. The 
nominee of the Republican Party is a man 
whose nomination is an open menace to 
every industry except that of which he is 
a ‘‘chevalier.” | Whereas GARFIELD’S 
nomination united the Republican Party, 
BLAINE’s nomination has broken it off at 
the top. New-York is almost openly 
abandoned. The breaking of the solid 
South is a desperate necessity. 

Virginia, Florida, and Louisiana are the 
Southern States in which the money of 
the jobbers is to be mainly spent. These 
three States together cast 24 votes in the 
Electoral College against the 36 votes of 
New-York. In 1880 Virginia gave Han- 
cocK a majority of 43,956 in a total vote 
of 211,996, or 22 percent. Louisiana gave 
him a majority of 27,316 in a total vote of 
108,304, or 27 per cent. Florida gave him 
4,310 majority in a total vote of 51,618, 
or 8 per cent. These figures.show that 
not one of these States can be classed 
as «a doubtful State. Compara- 
tively . close States in - 1880 were 
New-York, which GARFIELD carried by a 
plurality over Hancock of 21,038, the 
combined vote being 1,090,000 and the 
plurality 2 per cent., Indiana, in which 
GARFIELD’s plurality of 6,636, in a com- 
bined vote of 455,000, was 114 per cent., 
and Connecticut, in which GARFIELD’s 
plurality of 2,656, in’ a:combined vote of 
131,000, was 2 per cent. . In other words, 
the largest difference in any of these really 
close States was only one-fourth as great 
as the difference in Florida, which is the 
most nearly close of the three Southern 
States in question. 

This seems to show conclusively enough 
how desperate is the Blaine hunt for 
Southern votes. There is really nothing 
to indicate any: change in the situation 
since 1880 that makes BLAINE’s chances 
any betterin any one of these States than 
GARFIKLD’S were. Corrupt as the politics 
of Louisiana have been on both sides, ever 
since the war, such intimidation and 
bribery as may be used in New-Orleans 
can do nothing toward overturning the 
enormous majority of 27 per cent. which 
HANCOCK received. In Florida the popu- 
lation is so scattered that bribery cannot 
be effectively used at the polls. If used at 
allit must be employed to falsify the count. 
In Virginia, MAHONE’s ingenious sugges- 
tion that the State might be carried for 
BLAINE if all the Republican candidates 
for Congress were traded for the Elect- 
oral ticket, makes at least two very vio- 
lent assumptions. One is that there is an 
enormous vote in Virginia exchangeable 
at the pleasure of the managers, which 
we do not believe to be the case, since the 
extensive trading off of votes requires a 
development of systematic rascality in 
politics only attained in populous cities, 
and not yet arrived atin Virginia in spite 
of MAHONE’s efforts. The other assump- 
tion is that the Republican candidates for 
Congress will show a willingness to be 
traded off, whereas in the only case that 
has come to light in which such an at- 
tempt has been made the candidate re- 
fused to entertain the proposition. 

The truth is that extensive and system- 
atic bribery, which is now the avowed

A NEW GAME. 


An ingenious and pious inventor has re- 
cently patented at Washington what he 
calls ‘‘certain improvements in. playing 
cards.” This invention is “designed to 
combine religious instruction with inno-. 
cent amusement” and also ‘ to supersede 
useless card playing.” The inventor as- 
sures the public that his new cards will 
aid ‘very materially in fastening the 
great truths of the Bible on which the 
game is founded firmly in the minds of 
the players,” Certainly an invention 
which will accomplish all.this deserves to 
be widely known. 

The improved playing cards are sixty- 
six in number, each one representing a 
book of the Bible. Oneach card is a brief 
history of the particular book after which 
it is called, and also two numbers, one 
representing the number of chapters con- 
tained in the book, and the other its 
place in the Bible. There is also a neat 
and appropriate text engraved on every 
card, and care has been taken:that no sec- 
tarian doctrine. is taught by any of these 
texts. 

As the inventor wishes'to do-away with 
‘useless card playing,” by which he 
doubtless means: games in ‘which no 
money is at stake*and no player can win 
anything, we may assume that the new. 
Scriptural:cards can be used for poker. 
It could be wished that the inventor had 
taken the: trouble to inform us _pre- 
cisely how a game is to be played 
with his cards. We may suppose 
that any three Gospels, for example, will 
take any single pair of Epistles; that a 
pair of Gospels or Epistles and, say, three 
prophets will beat any pair, and that any 
four books of a kind will-make an almost 
invincible hand. 

Of course, if the new cards.are to super- 
sede all others they will be used for whist 
playing as.well as for other games, It is 
understood that in order to fit the cards 
for whist fourteen of them are discarded 
and the remainder are classed in four:suits, 
known respectively as the prophetical, 
historical, doctrinal, and general suits. 
Of course we can understand that a-player 
must follow suit, and that a trump card 
will take any card of a plain suit. For 
instance, if prophets are led and doctrines 
are trumps, any doctrine played by 
a player who has no prophets. will 
take the trick, provided the other two 
players have followed suit. What we do 
not know, however, is the relative value 
of the cards of each suit. Is Isaiah the 
highest card of the prophetical suit, or 
does that honor belong to Jeremiah or 
Ezekiel? Will Genesis take Exodus, or 
will Judges take them both? . Thisis a 
matter concerning which rules must 
be laid down if people are expected to 
play whist with the new cards.’ Other- 
wise the public will cling to the old-fash- 
ioned worldly cards, and will not try to 
learn ‘‘the great truths of the Bible” by 
playing Scriptural whist. 

In all probability the inventor.of the 
Scriptural cards expects that his inven- 
tion will become extremely popular in 
households where Sunday is strictly kept, 
since it will furnish the children with a 
new Sunday game.. Hitherto such chil- 
dren have been confined on Sunday to 
only two methods of relaxation—the con- 
templation of the animals of Noah’s ark 
and the unexciting game of ‘ Sunday 
school.” If they are permitted to 
play Scriptural poker, and thus - com- 
bine “ religious instruction with innocent 
amusement,” they may lose a good many 
marbles and things, but they will'regard 
the inventor as one of the noblest bene- 
factors of his species that the world has 
ever seen. The new cards may also be 
hailed with joy by theological students 
who still in secret pine for the whist of 
their worldly days. Still it is, on the 
whole, doubtful if the religious public 
generally will look on the Scriptural cards 
with favor. It will be said that religion 
and card playing cannot be combined with 
benefit to either. It must be a very 
poor whist player who would consent 
to play with the Scriptural cards, 
and it must be avery curious variety of 
Christian who would use texts of Scripture 
as the implements of a game. The inven- 
tion is a striking illustration of the utter 
inability of certain good people to distin- 
guish between devotion and blasphemy. 
Indeed it is not easy to write.of the mat- 
ter without seeming to be guilty in some 
degree of irreverence and indecency.

The Hon. THEoporRE W. Dwicut is, we 
believe, a graduate of Union College. He is a 
skillful lawyer, and he is the Senior Professor 
and Warden of the Law Schoot.of Columbia Col- 
lege. In one or other of these three capacities 
he has been selected to preside at a meoting of 
the Blaine and Logan Campaign Club of Colum- 
bia College.

AMUSEMENTS. 


SHAKESPEARE AT THE THALIA, 

The company of the Thalia Theatre is 
as ill at ease in the Shakespearean drama as it is 
well suited to the interpretation of the light 
comedies of Moser and his confréres. Its per- 
formance of ** Hamlet” last evening was not, 
indeed, rendered ridicuJous by any careless or 
offensive work, but it showed such complete ig- 
norance of the significance underlying every line 
of the Shakespearean text that the experienced 
playgoer could not help wondering whether 
most of the actors had done more toward mas- 
tering the play than learn their respective réles 
from manuscript parts written out after the 
usual fashion by theatrical copyists. With the 
exception of Herr Walter’s portrayal of Polo- 


nius and Friulein Herwegh’s mad scene—the re- 
mainder of her delineation of Ophelia 
being formal and affected—there was ab- 
solutely nothing in the representation to 
suggest the romantic atmosphere of the tragedy, 
its lesson, its pathos, or its ae ae Herr Otto- 
meyer’s Hamlet was particularly unsatisfactory. 
His performance was shallow, spasmodic, and 
violent, and at no stage of the action did the 
actor’s delivery or expression denote the slight- 
est feeling or subtlety. It has often been said 
that an absolute failure in “Hamlet” is 
seldom witnessed. This is true to some 
extent, for the simple reading of the play is suf- 
ficient to interest and impress the least thought- 
ful of listeners. On the other hand, the list of 
requisites that the performer who would ade- 
quately depict Hamlet should possess is so com- 
prehensive that a perfect representation of the 
character is not often held, The few 
a dy who have made the part their own 

ave had rare natural attributes to supplement 
research, experience, and talent. The physical 
charm of the Danish Prince, his courtly elegance 
and gentle melancholy, have not come to these 
favored actors through books or experience, 
though study and practice have added vastly to 
the charm and influence of their gifts. Herr 
Ottomeyer, whoisa good declamatory comedian, 
has none of the visible characteristics of Hamlet, 
and, as implied, his portrayal of the Dane last 
night did not even reveal an acquaintance with 
the traditions of the rblethat would have enabled 
him to make&points, which, as a rule, he quite 
ignored. Reference has already been made to 
the general inadequacy of the company to its 
task, and details on this head would be super- 
fluous. A word of protest may be recorded, 
however, against the Queen’s modern cherry 
satin dress, which pervaded the tragedy from the 
opening scene to the final catastrophe. ‘** Ham- 
let’? was respectably placed upon the stage as re- 
gards scenic attire,and the funeral procession 
was especially well managed.

ANNUAL EXAMINATIONS TO BE DONE AWAY 
WITI—THE CLASS RACES, 

NeEw-Haven, Oct. 81.—Prof. H. P. Wright, 
Dean of the Senior Class, has officially an- 
nounced that there will be no more annual ex. 
aminations in Yale. The Faculty unanimously 
voted such a course advisable, and though the 
corporation has not yet approved it, their 
sanction to the Faculty’s action is a mere 
form and follows as a matter of course. This 
is in keeping with the increased liberality of the 
new optional system and tho freer tone the col- 
lege is acquiring. Before the war the system 


was more rigid yet, and examinations were had 
every two years on all the work gone over in 
those years. They were dropped, but it was 
supposed that the annuals; much against the will 
of the students, were a permanent fixture. Un. 
der the new examination system each instructor 
can have as many minor examinations as he 
pleases to decide the term stand of the members 
of his optional or can work on their recitations. 
The college has two complete examinations 
every year. One is held in December, and fully 
covers the work of the Fall term. If a student 
passes that examination satisfactorily he ig 
through with thatstudy.

PRESBYTERIANS

THE SUBJECT TO BE DISCUSSED BEFORE 
THE SYNOD. 

New-OruraAns, Oct. 31.—At a meeting of 
the Presbyterian Synod at Crystal Springs, Miss., 
this morning, the following was presented by 
Dr. B. M. Palmer, of New-Orleans: 

“In the judgment of this Synod the widespread agita- 
tion of the subject of evolution occasioned by the new 
departure in the seminary of Columbia, S.C., cannot be 
allayed until the mind of the church is ascertained in 
this connection. The Synod of Mississippi deprecates 
the introduction of this theory as endangering the 
peace and unity of the church, ana cannot consent that 
a hypothesis confessed by its advocates to be unveri- 
fied, and which therefore cannot be dignified as science, 
should assume to control the interpretation of the 
inspired word.” 

The Rev. W. Flynn, of the Memorial Church, 
New-Orleans, then followed in an address, en- 
deavoring to support Woodrow’s theory of evo- 
lution. He presented the subject very ably, 
showing deep scientific research and logical ana- 
lytical investigation, but not much scriptural 
proof. No action was taken on Dr. Palmer’s 
resolution. Consideration of the subject will 
doubtless be resumed to-morrow. 

A dispatch from ‘Tuscaloosa, Ala., to the 
Times-Democrat says: ** The committee of eight 
appointed yesterday by the Presbyterian Synod 
ot Alabama to investigate the alieged teaching 
of evolution by Prof. Woodrow, of the Colum- 
bia (S. C.) Theological Seminary, submitted two 
reports, each signed by four members. The 
first report offered the following resolutions: 

First—That the Bible, as interpreted by our standar 
is to be regarded as the only infallible rule of faith an 
practice. 

Second—That any teachings on science which are in 
conflict with God’s Word, or dangerous in their tenden- 
cy, are condemned, and should be avoided. 

Third—That all teachings concerning the theory of 
evolution in the Theological Seminary at Columbia, 
except in a purely expository manner, showing what 
it is and how it affects revelation, whether in conflict 
with its records or not, and with no design of incul- 
cating it as a truth, are hereby disapproved. 

The second report offered the following reso- 
lutions: 

First—That this Synod disapproves of the doctrine of 
evolutionas taught by the Perkins Professor in his 
published address, because such teachings are in con- 
flict with the received interpretations of Scripture as 
expressed in the standards of the Presbyterian Church. 

Second—That the Boara of Directors of our Theo- 
logical Seminary at Columbia be and are hereby In- 
structed to take such steps as shall prevent such views 
being taught in that institution. 

The reports were made a special order for to- 
morrow morning, when Dr. Woodrow is ex- 
pected to be present. The reading of the resolu- 
tions created intense excitement, and developed 
the fact that both sides have strong adherents, 





POLYGAMY CASE DISMISSED. 
Sart LAKE Crry, Utah, Oct. 31.—The 
Connelly polygamy case was dismissed this after. 
noon by the United States Attorney. He said 
that the testimony differed so radically from 
that before the Grand Jury that he was as< 
tounded. Tne most glaring perjury had at< 
tended the evidence here given. He hoped that 
God would forgive him if he wronged the wit~ 
nesses. ‘The prosecution state to the court 
that they have produced ali the evidence 
which they have been able to find, and after 
diligent inquiry are satisfied there is not suffi-, 
cient evidence to warrant conviction, because it 
shows that the plural marriage took place more 
than three years prior to the indictment. The 
court concurs in this view. A good many circum 
stances tend to show that the witnesses, some of 
them at least, have not stated honestly all they 
knew. Still that does not euthorize conviction. 
A jury must convict, if at all, upon the evidence, 
From, the statement of counsel for the 
rosecution and the minutes of the testimony 
before the Grand Jury, it seems thet the prose- 
cution were warranted in prosecuting the case, 
and have investigated it thoroughly so far ag 
they were able with this clessy of evidence. Tha 
court has given them the lavicude to which they 
are entitled when compelled to rely upon 
hostile witnesses, which, at least, some of 
the witnesses are. “The fact that they 
are hostile to the prosecution is ap- 
parent to any candid and_ fair minded; 
man listening to the testimony. I regret to say! 
Iam of the opinion and have an abiding convic- 
tion to a moral certainty that the ends of justice 
have been defeated by false swearing. I[ hope 
never to see it againin this court. in view of 
the evidence the court instructs you find a ver- 
dict of not guilty.” 

The jury returned a verdict of not guilty with- 
out rising. The Judge spokeina very earnest 
and impressive manner, and was affected nearly 
to tears.

The Hartford Times qrotes the following 
from the Colonial Records or Connecticut of the

“He writes again to the same Sept. 3: 

“©The sickness is indeed very sore in most of 
our towns. Inthe town of Windsor the deaths 
of 29 individuals are recorded between July 10 
and Sept. 10, 1689. There were more than 20 vic- 
timsin New-London. Mr. Wetherell, the Re- 
corder, inserted a list of them in the town under 
the following caption: ‘“* An account of several 
persons deceased by the present distemper of 
sore throat and fever, which distemper hath 
passed through most families, and proved very 
mortal with many, especially to those who now 
haveitin this more than ordinary extremity of 
hot weather, the like having not been known ig 
the memory of man.”’’”

Secretary Allyn writes to Gov 
‘Bradstreet, Aug. 9, 1689: 
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IN LEAKING BOATS AT SEA 


NARROW ESCAPE OF THE MAAS- 
DAM’S PASSENGERS. 
A HEAVY STORM JUST AFTER THEY WERE 
RESCUED BY THE RHEIN—COOLNESS OF 
THE OFFICERS AND CREW. 

All doubts as to the safety of the passen- 
gers and crew of the burned steamship Maasdam 
were remoyed yesterday morning when the 
North German Lloyd steamship Rhein entered 
Quarantine. The latter vessel had on board the 
entire crew and all of the passengers of the 
burned vessel. They abandoned the steamship 
on Oct. 24 in latitude 49° 45’ and longitude 27° 41’, 
and after passing several hours in open boats 
were rescued by the Rhein shortly before a 
storm set in, in which they would probably all 
have been lost. 

Capt. H. C. Van den Zee, of the lost vessel, re- 
ports that he left the Netherlands-American 
docks in Rotterdam on Oct. 18, with 186 persons 
on board. Three days afterward a heavy gale 
set in, and it became necessary to reduce the 
engines to half speed. It continued rough dur- 
ing Oct. 22 and 23,andin the meantime the ship 
rolied heavily. This caused the tanks in the oil 

om, which was off the engine, to strain heavily. 
One of the tanks, which contained 150 galions of 
kerosene for machinery us, began to leak. This 
oil had been tested and was supposed to be non- 
explosive. 

At? A. M.on Oct. 24 the second, third, and 
fourth engineers visited the oil room in order to 
stop the leak if possible. One of them held a 
lighted lamp in his hand. Suddenly a terrific 
shock was felt and there was the roar of an ex- 
plosion. Burning oil poured out of the ‘_o 
tank, and the three engineers, with burned 
bands and faces, crawled into the engine room, 
and the engines were stopped. 

The shock and sound of the explosion awoke 
the passengers, of whom there were 6 in the 
cabin and 135 in the steerage. They hurriedly 
dressed and rushed ondeck. In the meantime 
Capt. Vanden Zee had learned of the accident 
and hurried ondeck. The steam pumps, which 
had been used in washing the decks, were ad- 
justed, and a stream of water was turned into the 
engine room. A crowdof affrighted immigrants 
surrounded the officers, questioning them to 
learn whether the steamship had run into 
another vessel. The smoke had then began to is- 
sue in dense volumes fromthe engine room. While 
the hatches were being battened down the chief 
officer and his subordinates assured the alarmed 
passengers that there was no immediate danger. 
A fire had broken out, but this wouid probably 
s00n be under control. The people felt en- 
couraged when they observed the cool manner 
in which the officers behaved themselves, and 
nearly all followed the good example which had 
been set them. 

Although the hose burst several times the 
struggle with the flames was kept up with un- 
abated vigor by the crew during the entire 
morning, and the volumes of smoke were met 
by streams of water. Passengers volunteered 
their services and carried buckets of water, and 
the boats were piaced in readiness. to be 
lowered at a moment’s notice. Before noon the 
fire in the engine room was apparently extin- 
guished. The engines, however, were a com- 

lete wreck. A cry of encouragement 

ad gone up from the immigrants, when 
one of the engineers found that the iron plates 
of the bulkhead forward of the engine room 
were red hot. The coa! in the punkers and the 
dry goods stored forward of the engines had 
taken fire. Capt. Van den Zee and the chief ofti- 
cer, instead of giving way to alarm when this 
new danger was discovered, encouraged their 
men to renewed efforts. Axes were produced 
and holes were cut in the decks. The steam 
—- unfortunately had given out and the 

and pumps had to be manned. These were 
unequal to the task,and the fires in the hold 
gained rapidly. Before1 o’clock flames began 
to leap up through the engine room, and an at- 
tempt was made to brine the vessel around be- 
fore the wind, but owing tothe dense volumes 
of smoke, which interfered with the handling of 
the sails, this proved a failure. The flames 
poured out toward the lee side of the vessel, and 
in order to save two of the boats there they were 
lowered almost to the water’s edge. 

The after hand pump gave out at 2 o’clock, 
but the chief officer kept the men at the pumps 
for another half hour. The passengers were all 
on deck, but they behaved themselves with sur- 
prising calmness, although the looks of the offi- 
cers convinced them that the danger had become 
very serious. At 2:50 Capt. Van den Zee 
decided to abandon the vessel, although a 
heavy sea was running. Each sailor knew 
his post, and the six boats were ail 
safely lowered. The passengers and sailors 
got into the bosts in an orderly manner, the 
women going first. An old immigrant, who was 
accompanied by histwo sons, cried out as he en- 
tered a boat that he had left belowin his berth 
$8,000, an inheritance which he had gone to Ger- 
many toclaim. He had neglected to secure this 
money until it was too late to return to his 
berth for it. Few of the passengers or crew 
saved anything but the clothing they had on at 
the time. At 4 o’clock, when the flames had 
complete control of the vessel, Capt. Van den 
Zee sprang into his boat, after seeing that every 
other person belonging to the vessel had left 


er. 

While the men were struggling to subdue the 
flames it had several times been reported that a 
sail was in sight, but in each instance it proved 
that the hopes aroused were false. After the 
boats pushed away from the burning wreck the 
glare of the fiames led sanguine men several 
times to imagine they saw some vessel approach- 
ing. The cry of a sail would barely go out 
among the little fleet of boats than 
a closer examination would prove _ that 
there was no vessel in sight. At 
5 o’clock the mainmast went by the board and 
this wasshortly followed by the foremast. Capt. 
Van den Zee had ordered the boats to remain 
near the burning wreck in the hope that the 
flames would attract some passing vessel. Sev- 
eral of the boats in being lowered had struck 
against the steamer’s side and these were leaking. 
The occupants of two of them were kept busy 
bailing out water. Daylight soon gave way toa 

loomy dusk, which, 1n the distance, settled into 
deep darkness. But a lurid brightness covered 
the sea in the neighborhood of the burning 
wreck, while the skies immediately above 
seemed ablaze. 

The passengers and seamen crouched in their 
boats and shivered, while occasional sheets of 
spray swept overthem. There were some, how- 
ever, who did not appearto mindthis. Ip the 
Captain’s boat was a young man, who sat close 
to a young woman whose shoulders were 
covered by an ample shawl. The young 
man refused obstinately to handle an oar, 
but clung to the young woman, whom he 
induced to share with him her _ shawl. 
The boats, in order to head up to the sea, kept 
moving around the burning ship. Each boat 
was provided with food and water, but few of 
the passengers cared to eat ordrink. Shortly 
before 8 o’clock one of the officers fancied that 
he sawalig¢ht. This 7 grew brighter. 
It was the white light of a vessel beyond a 
doubt. Suddenly the white light was joined by 
aredlight. Thestrange vessel had headed to- 
ward the burning wreck, anda cry of joy went 
up from the six little boats. In each boat a blue 
light was burned while the stranger approached. 

Shortly before 9 o'clock the vessel descried 
hove to within half a mile of the burning wreck. 
Her crew had seen the fire from the masthead 
some miles to the southwest. The stranger, 
which poses to be the Rhein, was ably handled 
by vapt. Junquest, and the six boats went along- 
side of her one by one. The occupants had suf- 
fered greatly from exposure and were almost 
numb with cold. The heavy seas caused the ves- 
Bel and the boats to roll badly. The boats would 
rise almost to a level with the Rhein’s deck 
and then would sink far below her water 
mark. As the boats descended several of the 
mothers screamed, and holding up their children 
in their arms, cried out: ‘** For heaven’s sake 
save my child!" Ropes were fastened around 
the women and men, and they were hauled 
on deck. One woman broke her wristin being 
taken on board. The children were placed in 
baskets which were lowered down to the boats. 
Second Officer Wilkening, of the Rhein, ponoes 
into the boats and helped to place the children in 
the baskets. A number of the people were so ex- 
hausted that they sank down when they reached 
the decks, 

It was nearly 11 o'clock before the last of the 
Maasdam’s crew was rescued. The Rhein then 
proceeded and a heavy storm soon afterward 
set in. The Maasdam’s boats would probably 
have been swamped within a few hours. The 
rescued people were treated with the greatest 
kindness on board the Rhein. 
taken into the cabin and carefully attended. 
With the exception of the engineers, who 
were burned by the explosion, all are now 
well. Many of the immigrants, however, 
have lost all their clothing, together with 
their money and railway tickets. These 
persons will be cared for at Castle Garden 
until their friends can be heard from. The Maas- 
dam’s cabin passengers were: A. k. C. G. Brum- 
ings, G. C. Rysnyder, Anton Haricourt, Alfred 
Bernard, and Mrs. Clara Schott-Reinhardt and 
child. Dr. F. T. Smith, of Michigan, was the 
surgeon of the Maasdam. This is his second 
voyage. His first was made on the Reliance, 
which was wrecked some months since on the 
coast of Brazil. 

A description of the Maasdam and the nature 
of her cargo bave already been given in THE 
Times. When lost she was worth about $150,000.

APPEAL TO GERMAN WORKMEN. 


THE ADDRESS OF THE GERMAN CLEVELAND 
CENTRAL CAMPAIGN ORGANIZATION. 

The Executive Committee of the Ger- 
man Cleveland and Hendricks Central Campaign 
Organization has issued an address to the work- 
men of the city and County of New-York, in 
which, referring to the claim that Mr. Blaine 
has been instrumental in protecting American 
labor, it says: ‘‘ In many sections of the country 
workmen now in the mines receive only 60 
cents per day, and even that beggarly pit- 
tance is only given during a portion of the 
year. No band of monopolists grinds the work- 
men harder than the Standard Coal and iron 
Company in Hocking Valley, of which Mr.

The American laborer requires 
another protection, one which is much 
more important, and this is protection against 
the cunning oppressors and monopolists, against 
the Jay Goulds, the Fields, and above all, against 
the assistant of these treacherous oppressors, the 
unwashed demagogue and bribe taker, James G.

At the last meeting of the Aca- 
demy of Natural Sciences the President, Dr. 
Joseph Leidy, stated that a member had recent- 
ly given to him for examination a vial of water 
obtained by melting ice used for cooling drink- 
ing water. The member who submitted the 
vial had noticed living worms in the sediment of 
a water cooler, but had supposed that they were 
contained in the water. Upon melting some of 
the ice, however, the worms were still observed. 
These worms, which are from four to six milo- 
métres long and colorless, belong to the same 
family asthe common earth worms—the Lwm- 
bricide. Their bodies have 30 segments bearing 
spines. Besides this cheerful discovery, Prof. 
Leidy found in the vial several dead worms with 
large ciliated infusorians, vegetable hairs, and 
other débris. It has been supposed that ice was 
free from the impurities of the water upon 
whose surface it was frozen, but this discovery 
is against that theory.

REPORTING TO MR. BLAINE 


A CONFERENCE WITH THE MANA- 
GERS OF HIS CANVASS. 
THE MEETING IN CHICKERING HALL—SEN- 
ATOR SHERMAN ON THE CANDIDATES— 
MR. BLAINE’S REMARKS. 

By generous treatment with crash towéls 
after his soaking in Brooklyn on Thursday night 
Mr. Blaine escaped the cold which he had feared, 
and yesterday he was up reasonably early, to 
meet engagements with Mr. Elkins, Mr. Fessen- 
den, and Mr. Hobart, of the National Commit- 
tee. This business was so important that a room 
was engaged in the hotel, away from Mr. Blaine’s 
apartments, for its transaction. The conference 
lasted several hours. Messengers were occa- 
sionally sent from the conference room to the 
national headquarters, one effect of which was 
that clerks and visitors began suddenly to talk 
with hope of New-York, New-Jersey, and Con- 
necticut. There were a few offers to bet on this 
State, which were safe enough in such a place. 

It was commonly assumed that Mr. Blaine had 
called his managers together to figure up the 
collections at the banquet of millionaires on 
Wednesday night, and to get reports of what had 
already been done and what was to be done with 
the boodle. There is no doubt that a stream 
of money has been turned on New-Jersey and 
Connecticut, and that an effort, although almost 
hopelessly, will be made for this State. 

There will certainly be no lack of money in 
the city, and whatever may be accomplished 
here for Blaine beyond reasonable expectations 
will be traceable to that and to anticipated 
treachery of the local bosses. The managers 
realize, however, that the State is too large to 
be delivered over to any one for cash, and their 
chief hope is rather that Cleveland’s majority 
may be small than that Blaine may carry the 
State. The situation in Indiana seems to be as 
satisfactory as the managers or Mr. Blaine could 
expect. This was talked over at the conference,and 
it was agreed that nothing could be gained by 
interference with Pension Commissioner Dud- 
ley, who is thoroughly acquainted with the 
State, having been United States Marshal there 

efore he was raised to the Pension Oftice asa 
reward for services with Dorsey in 1880. Dudley 
will have his supply of money increased without 
stint as he may call for it. 

A resident of Long Branch, who does bus- 
iness in the city and has been watching deve!- 
opments in New-Jersey, said yesterday that 
the inflow of boodle, now begun, had been 
awaited for several weeks by ever-increasing 
numbers of men who valued their votes only for 
what they would yield them in cash, He said 
100 votes could be bought by either side without 
trouble at Long Branch, the asking price being 
$5, and that elsewhere there were plenty of men 
in straits who were only waiting for the pay- 
master before deciding how to vote. Mr. Blaine 
was made acquainted with this state of affairs. 
The New-Jersey tactics will be employed also 
= Connecticut, especially in the manufacturing 
towns. 

Public comment on the millionaire banquet 
was casually mentioned at the conference, but 
there was no dissent from the opinion expressed 
by one of the conferrees that for every vote there- 
by lost 50 could be bought from the results se- 
cured. The unsavory subject was dropped with 
this conclusion. 

There was a fair-sized audience, comprising 
many ladies, at Chickering Hallin the afternoon, 
at the Republican mass meeting, under the Ie- 
publican Central Union. The organization is 
Benjamin F. Manierre’s following. Mr. Manierre 
presided, and the stage was filled with persons 
more or less known, among them William M. 
Evarts, Gen. Fremont, Ellwood E. Thorne, Judge 
Noah Davis, Le Grand B. Cannon, Levi M. Bates, 
Elliott F. Shepard, Henry L. Sprague, James M. 
Requa, the Rev. Dr. R. 8. MacArthuy, and Sheri- 
dan Shook, 

Senator Sherman, who was the first speaker, 
was warmly greeted. He plunged at once into 
a discussion of the currency, comparing the 
national bank and State bank systems, ** Would 
you trust the solid South or the wild West to 
devise and perpetuate such a system.” ex- 
claimed the Senator, in speaking of the national 
banks. “No! Only the brave, bold, conserva- 
tive Republican Party was to be trusted for 
such work. If the Democrats had ever had a 
chance to manage our finances, God knows 
where we would have endea.”’ 

The tariff was next taken up, and then Mr. 
Sherman devoted himself to the candidates. For 
Mr. Cleveland the Senator had only a few words. 
“* What, in the name of heaven,” he asked, ** can 
induce a man to vote for Grover Cleveland? He 
is not a man of experience. As President he 
would not know his duty. He depends on the 
solid South for his support, and would be gov- 
erned by thatsection. As Governor he has been 
coached by a man named Manning, if that 
is his name. [A voice—No, Thompson.] 
Well, then, Thompson. The Democrats nomi- 
nated him to please the independents. Now, I 
hear that the independents are not satisfied with 
him. They could be satisfied with no one. If 
they cared for the party and wanted a candidate 
of their own, why couidn’t they have taken 
President Arthur (cheers] or Mr. Curtis [cheers] 
or my distinguished friend, Mr. Evarts ?”’ 

The audience here gave the speaker a long 
rest, while hats &’nd handkerchiets were waved 
and several hundred thrvuats strained themselves 
shouting, Mr. Evarts meanwhile crossing his 
legs and looking as though he thought the pro- 
ceeding very ridiculous: ‘Or,’ continued Mr. 
Sherman, “they might have put again on the 
war path my distinguished friend, Gen. Fre- 
mont,’ which was also applauded to Gen. Fre- 
mont’s manifest delight. 

“The Republican Party,” Mr. Sherman went 
on, “ after as fair a contest as was ever madein 
a convention, nominated a man who held and 
holds a warmer place inthe hearts of Republic- 
an voters than any other man. He was the 
choice of the majority of the delegates eight 
years ago. We are going to elect him, and by his 
side, in case of a contingency, John A. Logan. 
My friend, Gen. Schurz, went through Ohio 
reading the Mulligan letters. Wherever he read 
them the Republican majority increased, for the 
people read them too, and while they said that so 
andso andso and so might have been imprudent, 
there was nothing in those letters at all incon- 
sistent with honor and honesty. 
that, for I have read them. 
Beecher— . 

Mr. Sherman was again interrupted by cheers 
for Mr. Beecher and hisses. “Don’t say any- 
thing about him,” pleaded a voice in front. 

“T don’t mean to say anything against him,” 
Mr. Sherman said, “but what he has said has 
gone out West, and thousands of people have 
been influenced by it. What he says is hearsay 
evidence, and it wouldn’t be received by a Jus- 
tice of the Peace in the wild West, who would 
know that hearsay evidence is the resort of a 
liar. This campaign has been so bitter against 
our candidate that I believe that the Saviour of 
men, with his pure descent from God above, 
would not have escaped calumny from the 
hounds who have followed Mr. Blaine.” 

There had been bustiing at the stage door be- 
fore Mr. Sherman finished. When he took his 
seat the side door was opened and those near it 
started shouting, which spread over the hall as 
Mr. Blaine, preceded by his son Walker, stepped 
on the stage. Thecry “ Blaine—Blaine—James 
G.—Blaine” was started and kept up fora min- 
ute ortwo, Mr. Blaine smiling while it lasted. 
He was very pale and the flesh was puffed out in 
large circles under his eyes. . 

**T deem it an honor,” he said, “to follow 
Senator Sherman before the business men of 
New-York. I deem it an especial honor to fol- 
low Secretary Sherman, for 1 can say, perhaps 
with eulogy that will suffuse his modest face, 
that in our financial history he ranks with three 
or four illustrious men who have managed, 
with infinite credit to themselves and benefit 
to the country, the ‘Treasury of the 
United States.”” Mr. Blaine recounted the 
services of Alexander Hamilton, Aledander J. 
Dallas, William H. Crawford, Thomas Ewing, 
and Salmon P. Chase, and then went on: ‘The 
Government was happily fortunate in having a 
third eminent citizen of Ohio, John Sherman, to 
lead the Nation back to asound basis of specie 

ayments, and particularly nappy that in the 
egislative department he was able to shape 
the acts for resumption which in the Ex- 
ecutive Department be enforced. That is a 
continuing blessing to the country, and the po- 
litical influence of the business men of the coun- 
try certainly belongs to the party that sustamed 
it and enforced it. Thereis no need for me, be- 
fore business men, to supplement the arguments 
he has made, and I would hardly have given 
myself the pleasure of being here, but to testify 
to _ admiration I have for your distinguished 
guest. 

“Tmay add, however, that the financial and 
business record of the past 23 years shoulda not 
alone be placed to the credit of the Republican 
party. They have been the most illustrious 
years in the history of the Government, save 
the period which gave us our independence and 
our Constitution. At no time hasthere been 
such educational advancement, so much to 
bring good fortune and welfare to the ee. so 
little bigotry, such intelligent an hearty 
union between Protestant, and Catholic, and 
Hebrew, as at this time, in this city, in this Na- 
tion. Andcertainly that is the great consumma- 
tion which, in a republic, civil and religious lib- 
erty longs for, ana it has been brought about by 
the wise administration of the Government by 
the Bepattioan Party.” 

Mr. Blaine spoke quietly and the speech itself 
had a tame reception. When he took his seat, 
however, there was something of a demonstra- 
tion, consisting in great part of calls for Mr. 
Evarts. Mr. Blaine joined in applause when 
Mr. Evarts rose. Mr. Evarts said that as the 
meeting was ever, everybody, without offense, 
was at liberty to leave, and while the audience 
was going Out he would speak to make the 
march accordant. He then entertained the 
audience for 15 minutes in a half humorous re- 
cital of what the Democratic Party had not 
done in the past 25 years.

BRIBERY IN CONNECTICUT,

A WARNING ISSUED BY THE INDEPENDENT 

COMMITTEE—THE CHAIRMAN OF THE 

REPUBLICAN COMMITTEE REFUSES TO 
JOIN IN THE EFFORT. 

The following paper has heen prepared 
by the independent Republican committee in 
New-Haven, and was submitted for signatures 
to the Chairmen ‘of the Republican and Demo- 
cratic State Central Committees of Connecticut 
on Thursday, Oct. 30, 1884: 

TO THE ELECTORS OF CONNECTICUT. 


Free institutions are put in peril by the cor- 
rupt use of money to influence votes. It has 
become a matter of common report that such 
practices are increasing in this State, and that 
workmen are sometimes obliged to vote against 
their convictions through fear of harm to them- 
selves or families. 

Such treason to the State and wrong to the 
voter cannot be too strongly reprobated, and no 
case of supposed political or party exigency can 
excuse it fora moment. Unless such _ practices 
are checked the fountain of our political life 
will become poisoned and corrupt—the right to 
vote will no longer be regarded as a trust to be 
exercised with intelligence and judgment in be- 
half of the common weal; but as something to 
be disposed of as the pleasure or personal inter- 
est of the voter may seem to dictate. When that 
time arrives the days of our form of government 
will be numbered. The corrupted voters with 
the loss of self-respect will also lose all sense of 
responsibility and duty. The powers of govern- 
ment may then be traced to the hands of a few, 
who will use them to increase their supply of 
that by means of which their influence can be 
perpetuated. . 

In these days, when enormous fortunes are 
made in an hour by a stroke of the pen, and the 
accumulations of a lifetime of toil and self- 
denial are putin peril by a single piece of im- 
proper legislation, itis especially necessary that 
no man be intrusted with poltical power who is 
susceptible to or makes use of the fatal influences 
we have mentioned, 


THE LAW AGAINST BRIBERY AND INTIMIDA-~ 
TION. 


BRIBERY. 


“Every person who shall offer or receive anything 
by way of gift or reward for giving or refusing to give 
a vote at an electors’ meeting; or promise, procure, or 
in any way confer any gratuity, reward, or preferment, 
for any vote so given; or influence, or attempt to in- 
fluence, any elector to stay away from any such meet- 
ing, shall be fined not more than $50C, and imprisoned 
not more than one year nor Jess than three months; 
and any person convicted of offering, conferring, or re- 
ceiving any such gift, reward, gratuity, or preferment, 
shall be disfranchised.”’ 

INTIMIDATION, 

“Every person who shall at or within 60 days prior 
to any electors’ meeting attempt to influence the vote 
of any operative in his employ by threats of withhold- 
ing employment from him, or by promises of employ- 
ment, or who shall dismiss any operative from his em- 
ployment on account of any vote he may pave eNO at 
any such meeting, shall be fined not less than $100 nor 
more than $500, or imprisoned not less than six 
months, nor more than twelve months, or both.” 

This law will not execute itself. Every honest 
voter is charged with the duty of seeing it 
obeyed, and every person, of whatever station in 
life, who violates it should be immediately re- 
ported to the proper authorities for arrest and 
prosecution. Let all join in driving out the virus 
that has infected the boay politic. 

No greater insult can be offered to any man 
than to approach him with improper suggestions 
asto the discharge of his duty as an elector, and 


it makes little difference whether the suggestion 
“be in the form of an offer of monoy or a threat 


ofharm. Let all who engage in or countenance 
such illegal and destructive practices be here- 
after marked men; and we feel bound to say that 
it will stop much complaint if large employers 
of labor refuse to act as moderators at the polls. 

Let every citizen who contributes to acampaign 
fund from this time forth insist upon adequate 
security that such fund shall used only for 
such electioneering expenses as are admitted to 
be legitimate. 

We therefore urge every citizen who believes 
in American manhood to watch closely every 
man on Noy. 4 who has the reputation of giving 
or receiving money for votes. Keep your eye 
on the corrupter of the ballot as he whispers 
tempting words into the ears of voters about the 
polls, and follow him as he takes them into dark 
corners to ply them with something besides argu- 
ments. Every bought vote nuilifies one honest 
vote.

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WHAT THE MOVEMENT EXPECTS 
TO ACCOMPLISH. 

THE PERSISTENT WORK WHICH HAS BEEN

The independent movement in Brooklyn which 
developed into the powerful Committee of One 
Hundred originated last Winter. On Feb.22a large 
number of Brooklyn citizens met at a public 
dinner at the Assembly and Art Rooms in the 
Academy of Music. Frederick Cromwell pre- 
sided, and among the speakers was the Hon. 
Carl Schurz. The addresses there gave the key- 
note to the whole campaign. It became evident 
at once that a large number of Brooklyn 
people—the best people of the city—were 


in favor of honest government and were 
grounded in the belief that public office 
is a public trust, which became with them 
at once the issue of the campaign. The 
Brooklyn dinner was followed by a conference 
in New-York, at which an address was adopted 
and acommittee formed to aid in carrying out 
and enforcing theseideas, Before a nomination 
had been made by either party the Brooklyn 
Young Republican Club, at a very full meeting, 
took the same grounds. This club and the 
New-York committee were represented at the 
Republican Convention at Chicago, and used 
their best endeavors to bring about a satis- 
factory nomination—the nomination of Ed- 
munds, Hawley, or any honest man. They 
failed. y 

After both parties had named their candidates 
a dozen or 15 Republicans, some of whom had 
been identified with the New-York conference, 
invited others to join with them in forminga 
committee to support Grover Cleveland. The 
result of this was the address of the Hon. Carl 
Schurz at the Brooklyn Opera House on Aug. 5. 
This address has been distributed ef the Brook- 
lyn independents by hundreds of thousands. 
‘he committee then permanently organized wus 
subsequently enlarged, until it came to be 
known as the Brooklyn Independent Committee 
of One Hundred. Active campaign work did 
not really begin until Oct. 1. Since then it 
has been pushed vigorously. Committees have 
been organized in every ward in Brooklyn. Mill- 
ions of documents have been circulated. Three 
great maw; meetings have been held, addressed 
by Prof. William Everett, the Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher, George William Curtis, and Col. Thomas 
Wentworth Higginson. Larger audiences were 
never brought together in Brooklyn. It has 
been arranged to man every polling place in 
the city on Tuesday, and Electoral tickets have 
been carefully distributed in every ward. 
Several German indevendents were numbered 
among this strong committee at the _be- 
ginning. They organized as a _ special Ger- 
man committee and have held many meetings. 
That the Germans in Brooklyn are largely with 
the independents has been shown at these meet- 
ings time and again. ‘“*The Brooklyn commit- 
tee,” said one of its prominent members yester- 
day, ‘has paid no attention to pyrotechnics, 
and none of its funds has been diverted for 
street parades and uniforms. The committee 
has used every effort to educate the masses of 
the people as to the true issue of the cam- 
paign—honest government.” Over 5,000 in- 
dependent Republicans have been_ en- 
rolled in Brooklyn. Many have object- 
ed to coming out publicly for Cleveland, 
and their names have been taken on separate 
lists. The members of the committee have 
worked without ceasing, and they feel confi- 
dent of 20,000 majority for Cleveland in Kings 
County. The names of the gentlemen compos- 
ing the powerful committee are too well known 
to need repetition. They number among them 
the most reputable, representative, and best- 
known men of Brooklyn. They have worked 
for Cleveland unceasingly, and, thoroughly or- 
ganized, they will continue their work at the 
polls, confident of victory. 

The following, among many others, shows the 
spirit which has actuated the independents:

CRIMINALS IN THE: CITY 


or 
COMPREHENSIVE PRESENTIMENT 
OF THE GRAND JURY. 

THE EXCISE LAWS SHOULD BE ENFORCED 
VIGOROUSLY—MORE PRISON ROOM 
NEEDED—PRAISE FOR THE POLICE, 

The Grand Jury yesterday, in the Court 
of General Sessions, brought in a presentment to 
the effect that it founda theme of congratula- 

, tion in the vigor which of late has characterized 
criminal prosecution in this county in all the 
departments of its administration, whereby the 
present Grand Jury has been enabled to act 
upon a large proportion of the crime committed 
in the present month, anda majority of the in- 
dictments have already been called in court. As 
the cases presented to this Grand Jury were 
mostly of the low grade of offenses, that body 
was led to infer that the more desperate criminal 
classes of the city were either inactive or held in 
check by the efficiency of the authorities. 

The Grand Jury takes pleasure in testifying to 
the intelligence, bravery, and devotion of the 
police force of this city, as exhibited in several 
notable cases presented to them, and ina gen- 
eral way by examination of over a hundred of 
itsmembers. At the same time, the evidence is 
before them that unworthy persons have in- 
truded themselves into the service; that the mis- 
conduct of a few operates to cast reproach upon 
the entire force and to create a prejudice in the 
‘public mind against a body of men that chal- 
lenges comparison in health, courage, and 
efficiency with any similar body in the world, 
and upon whose valor and discretion the public 
safety so largely depends. 

The Grand Jury desired to present that the 
Commissioners of Police be officially requested 
to act promptly upon the cases of offending offi- 
cers, that the force may be purged of the pres- 
ence of any guilty ones, and that its standard of 
excellence may not be allowed to deteriorate. 


‘The Grand Jury also bears testimony to the gen- 
eral cleanliness of the Tombs, the order, neat- 
ness and good ventilation of the several wards; 
to the abundance and wholesome character or 
the food prepared for the inmates, particularly 
of the bread, all of which was sampled and ap- 
proved by members of the Grand Jury. The 
presentment urges the importance of an early 
enlargement of the capacity of the City Prison. 
Built at a time when the population of the city 
‘was but a small fraction of what it is at present, 
and when the annual number of prisoners ar- 
rested approximated the number apprehended 
monthly now, it was not surprising that the 
present prison could only be made to accom- 
modate its inmates by the vicious and reprehen- 
Bible method of putting two prisoners in a cell. 

Appropriations, the jury states, should be 
made at an early day for the erection of the con- 
templated buildings on Franklin and Leonard 
streets. Provision had been made inthe plans 
of the proposed building fora separate Magda- 
len ward, also for a children’s ward, both of 
which were greatly needed. Suitable provision 
should be mace for women with infant children 
who might be arrested. These several classes 
should be separated as widely as possible from 
hardened criminals. 

The attention of the Grand Jury has also been 
directed to violations of the excise laws. It has 
been charged betore that body that these laws 
are in this county, toa large extent, a practical 
nullity, observance of them being the exception 
and violation the common rule, and that back 
of this widespread disregard of the law _ lies, 
besides a spirit of lawlessness, a fact of official 
collusion. Two large subjects of investigation 
were here presented, and the Grand Jury was 
forcedto plead the inadequacy of the time at 
its disposal for any satisfactory probing of 
these complaints as its excuse for the meagre- 
ness of the results obtained. It would have 
to relegate to some future Grand Jury the task 
of grappling etlectually with the evils here 
alleged to be involved. 

The facts developed indicate that the idea of 
an almost universal violation of the law. as 
charged, falls but little, if any, short of the actual 
ptate of the cuse. At thesame time it must be 
admitted that when from the sum total of vio- 
lations are deducted those that are purely tech- 
nical, partial, or trivial, and therefore incapable, 
unworthy, or difficult of legal proof, the volume 
is materially reduced, and if from that re- 
mainder are dissociated those that are free 
from immoral and outrageous concomitants 
there isa greatly shrunken residuum, but one 
that embodies the active, potential. and alarm- 
ing vice of this great city, with the results of 
which Grand Juries are constantly called upon 
to deal. 

**Moralists,” the presentment goes on to say, 
“may cope with the tricklings of vice. Grand 
Juries are organized to stem the torrents of de- 
structive crime. Just here the Grand Jury de- 
sires to emphasize the fact that nearly all the 
homicides considered by them during this season 
were committed in drinking saloons, and nearly 
all the crimes of violence originated in such 
piaces, or were committed when the actors were 
under the infiuence of strong drink. In asking 
for a more stringent enforcement of the excise 
laws, whose provisions are simple, reasonable, 
and humane, the Grand Jury is only aiming to 
dam up and control the principal sources of the 
crimes it is periodically called to confront.” 

The testimony of leading experts before the 
Grand Jury agreed that arrests and prosecutions 
were the only efficient remedies for violations, 
and that the suppression of them, large and 
small, might be effectea by the single-handed 
agency of the police force if a sincere and deter- 
mined effort were made to do so. That this 
effort was not made was severally and col- 
lectively iaid at the doors of the _ po- 
lice force, the police magistrates, Police 
Commissioners, and Excise Commissioners. The 
Grand Jury acknowledged its inability to egui- 
tably apportion and distribute the aggregate of 
this responsibility, but was convinced that an 
examination could be made under favorable 
conditions as to time and resources which would 
fully solve the problem. In the expert testi- 
mony it was suggested that detectives employed 
by the District Attorney could be advantageous- 
ly used to collect evidence, which might be pre- 
sented directly to the Special Sessions or the 
Grand Jury. 

The points to which the Grand Jury bas 
directed its particular attention are the records 
of prosecutions for these offenses and the fate 
of indictments found. In this department it 
Was met by the significant feature that through 
the industry of past Grand Juries the crimes of 
the city had been worked up into indictments to 
within a few days of their occurrence. The 
District Attorney’s office in consequence had 
been driven at maximum speed, and the Court 
of General Sessions was overrun with business. 
In the face of these facts the Grand Jury 
was not surprised to find that over 200 in- 
fictments for violations of the excise laws were 
Rwaiting trial. he delay in their trial was 
shown to be due principally to the pressure of 
business, as well as to the fact that prison cases 
and crimes of violence were dealt with for many 
reasonsin priority and preference to bail cases 
and mjsdemeanors, in which category offenses 
against the excise laws were ranked. The Grand 
Jury was impressed with the importance of pro- 
moting the trial of these cases to the front rank 
of consideration, because they often tap the 
stream of crime at its source; because prompt 
trial and punishment would operate to less- 
en and restrict these offenses and to impart 
a wholesome sense of restraint to the 
whole liquor interest, and because regular 
and systematic prosecution was better than 
sporadic and fitful raids. Conferences with the 

udges and District raat gs 5 who were heartily 
in accord with the Grand Jury in desiring to 
push the trial of these cases, resulted in the 
suggestion of but one practicable expedient to 
further the desired end, viz., that the court 
might agree to set apart one day of each week, 
or three or four days consecutively in each 
term, when the District Attorney could move to 
trial the excise cases oniy. Other expedients 
were considered, such as invoking the aid of the 
Supreme Court, sitting in Oyer and Terminer, 
or that one of the Judges of Common Pleas 
sit ata Third Term of General Sessions. But to 
both these the objection was urged that the 
time of all these Judges was already fully occu- 


ied. 
xs The Grand Jury desired to pre ent to the court 
its sense of the urgent necessity of dealing with 
excise cases promptly and under some system of 
established regularity such as the court in its 
wisdom might see fit to devise, believing that 
such procedure would result in measurably less- 
ening the whole volume of criminal offenses. 

In dismissing the Grand Jury for the October 
term Judge Cowing thanked the members for 
their industry in disposing of 230 cases and find- 
ing 212 indictments, and ordered the present- 
went to be placed on file. 





REVISING THE APPROPRiATIONS. 
After sleeping upon the provisional esti- 
mates agreed upon by items Thursday night 
some of the members of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment concluded yesterday morn- 
ing to revise certain of their decisions. Upon 
the representations of Under Sheriff Stevens the 
Sheriff was allowed 20 cents, instead of 10, for 
filing returns with the Secretary of State, and 
Linstead of 50 cents for erctins prisoners. 
he Department of Public Works asked for 
150,000 with which to erect a new builaing for 
linton Market, but was given $50,000 with which 
to alter and repair the present building. The 
total appropriation agreed upon was $33,472,- 
40 02, a reduction of $573,425 58 from the original 
imates. Further reductions will be made when 
the board comes to consider the final estimates.

DUTIES OF ELECTION OFFICERS. 


COMMISSIONER MATTHEWS EXPLAINS THE 
LIMIT OF THEIR POWERS, 

Police Commissioner Matthews in an fn- 
terview yesterday with a reporter of THE Trxms 
gave his views very freely as to the powers and 
duties of the Inspectors of Election and the 
United States Supervisors and Marshals at the 
polls on election day. Mr. Matthews said that he 
did not know of any large community where 


more honest elections were held than in this city 
or where the very stringent provisions of the 
elec’ion law were more strictly enforced. 

“What are the powers and duties of the 
Supervisors appointed under the laws of the 
United States at the polls at the election?” the 
Commissioner was asked. 

** Briefly, they have the right to be present in 
the room where the polls are held, and to per- 
sonally inspect and scrutinize the casting, regis- 
try, and canvass of votes, and the Inspectors are 
bound to afford them all reasonable facilities for 
such purpose. 

“What are the powers and duties of the United 
States Marshals?” 

“It is their duty to keep the peace, preserve or- 
der, support and protect the Supervisors in the 
discharge of their duties, prevent fraudulent 
voting and fraudulent conduct on the part of 
any officer of election, and to arrest, without 
process, any person who commits or attempts to 
commit any violation of the United States elec- 
tion law; but no arrest can be made without 
process unless the offense is committed in their 
immediate presence.” 

“* Suppose they exceed their powers or become 
disorderly, or obstruct the free exercise of the 
ballot, what then?” 

“Tt is the duty of the police to arrest them and 
take them before a United States magistrate.” 

“What are the powers and duties of the In- 
spectors of Election under the State law ?” 

“They have, among other things, the right to 
preserve order. to enforce obedience to their 
lawful commands, to keep access to the place of 
voting open and unobstructed, and to prevent 
and suppress disorder, violence, or obstruction 
to the free and fair exercise of the ballot; to 
protect the voters, challengers, and persons 
designated to watch the canvass, and to call 
upon and oblige the police to enforce their 
lawful commands. It is a misdemeanor to dis- 
obey their lawful commands and punishable by 
imprisonment in the penitentiary.” 

*“ What check is there upon the Inspectors?” 

“A violation of their duties on any election 
orjregistry day subjects them to criminal pun- 
ishment and to removal without notice. Itisa 
felony for them to keep a false poll list or make 
a false canvass or return or to willfully exclude 
any vote, duly tendered, knowing that the per- 
son offering to vote is entitled to vote. Itisa 
misdemeanor for them to willfully neglect, or, 
when called on, willfully decline to exercise any 
of the powers conferred upon them by the 
election law, or to have or keep ballots 
behind the boxes or within the polling 
place; or to electioneer, distribute tickets, 
or engage in any political discussion; the 
law is substantially the same as to poll clerks. 
The law further protects the purity of the ballot 
by providing that each candidate designate one 
person for each election district to be present at 
the canvassof the ballots. Each political party 
has the right to designate a challenger to be 
present at the polls of each election district, 
and every political organization having a candi- 
date for the suffrages of the voters may appoint 
twoelectors as watchers, who are entitled to be 
present inthe room where the election is held 
and the votes canvassed.” 

** What is the law asto persons voting or at- 
tempting to vote iliegally 7” 

“It is by statute declaredja felony, punishable 
by imprisonment in State prison, for any person 
to falsely personate any elector, or to vote or at- 
tempt to vote upon the nume of such elector, or 
upon any false or assumed name, or upon any 
name not his own, or to willfully vote or attempt 
to vote more than once, or to vote or attgmpt to 
vete without having the lawful right to doso, 
or to willfully do any unlawful act to secure to 
himself the right to vote, or willfully to infiu- 
ence or hinder any qualified voter from freely 
exercising the right of suffrage, or to influence 
any election officer in receiving the vote of a 
person not qualified to vote, or in any way to 
hinder any election officer in the proper dis- 
charge of his duties, or to corruptly advise or in- 
duce any person to swear falsely or to attempt 
to swear falsely.” 

_“Itis charged that some members of the po- 
lice force are attempting to improperly infiu- 
ence citizens in the exercise of the elective fran- 
chise. What have you to say to that 7" 

“T have no official or personal knowledge as to 
these charges, but thisI will say, that if any 
member of the police force, either high or low, 
improperly influences or attempts to improperly 
influence or intimidate any voter in the free and 
fair exercise of his franchise such member will, 
upon proper proof, be punished by the Police 
Board to the full extent of its powers.” 

The Police Commissioners at their meeting 
yesterday adopted the following resolution, 
offered by Gen. Fitz Jonn Porter. It will be im- 
mediately promulgated to the force: 

Resolved, That asthe Police Department should be 
strictly non-partisan, as it is constituted, and that as 
its duties are to execute faithfully the laws as they are 
defined by the courts and to protect all citizens in their 
rights and to guard their persons ‘and property at all 
times; and asi} has been alleged that the police force 
has been surreptitiously used at times to further the 
interests of certain candidates or parties, 

We, the Commissioners of the Police Department, 
hereby again, as upon former occasions, declare that 
such alleged practices on the part of our officials and 
other employes will not be tolerated, and that if good 
and sufficient evidence be presented to this boara that 
any Official or employe of this department has trans- 
gressed the laws or rules of the department it will re- 
sult in the immediate trial and punishment to the ex- 
tent of our power if found guilty.

SOME VERY QUEER SENTENCES. 
Considerable comment has been excited 
by the sentences imposed in the Passaic County 
courts, at Paterson, this term. Henry Lehr, 
convicted of killing alad who trespassed on a 
melon patch, was sentenced to four years in 


State prison. Another man who stole a bushel 
of —_— was sent to Trenton for five years. 
John Iserman, who drew a knife in a crowded 
stage coach and slashed around with it promis- 
cuously, severely injuring a constable and 
another passenger, was let off yesterday with a 
fine of $5. John Brown, a colored man, 
last Summer stole at night into the room 
of a colored woman with whom he had for- 
merly lived, but who hadjieft him because of his 
brutality, and while she lay asleep made a say- 
age attack open her with a razor, injuring her 
so severely that for weeks her life was despaired 
of. Brown was known to the police asa des- 
perate character, who had been in State prison 
before, and in jail several times, and they ex- 

ected to get rid of him for at least five years. 
He himself expected a term of three years at 
hard labor, and was dumfounded when informed 
that his sentence was three monthsin the county 
jail. The court said that he had considerable 
provocation, as it appeared that his mistress had 
been unfaithful to him.

Mrs. Sarah E. Gardner, of No. 419 West 
Forty-fifth-street, is the widow of ex-Police 
Justice Gardner, who died about two months 
ago. John Bierum, a Dane, was hired to nurse 
her husband during his illness, and was retained 
in the house after his death. Mrs. Gardner went 
out of the city fora short time, and on her re- 
turn on Saturday last found that Bierum 
bad left during her absence, taking with 
him some deeds and mortgages and a 
gold chain belonging to her husband. 
She also discovered that the neighboring store- 
keepers had cashed checks to the amount of over 
$100, to which Bierum had forged her indorse- 
ment. On Monday Mrs. Gardner received a Jet- 
ter from Bierum asking her forgiveness for 
what he had done, and saying that he was going 
South for his health, and hoped to be able to 
make good her loss. The accused was captured 
by Detectives Riley and Sweeny ina boarding 
house at No. 113 Chrystie-street, and was held in 
the Yorkville Court, by Justice Murray, yester- 
day. 

FEELING THE PEOPLE’S PULSE. 

A fair has been held for two weeks past 
in the rooms of the Loyola Union, in South 
Fourth-street, Brooklyn, Eastern District. A 
beautiful gold-headed cane was put up to be 
voted for, the Presidential candidate receiving 
the highest number of ballots to get the trophy. 
When the fair closed on Thursday evening 
Cleveland had been voted for 619 times and 
Blaine 567. The cane was at once sent to tho 
Governor.

HE THOUGHT IT ALL RIGHT BECAUSE HE 
HAD BEEN PARDONED. 

In obedience to the summons from Pres- 
ident French, of the Board of Police, Norman 
Martin, the Republican Chairman of the Board 
of Inspectors in the Twenty-third Election Dis- 
trict of the First Assembly District, appeared 
before that gentleman yesterday morning to ex- 
plain the charge made against him of being a 
convicted felon. The letter from the District 
Attorney, in which the information about Mar- 


tin was conveyed to the Police Commissioners, 
is as follows: 

“TI beg leave to inclose herewith a certified ccpy of the 
conviction of George Allen for burglary inthe third 
degree, and to Say that this George Allen is now serving 
as Inspector of Elections in the First Assembly Dis- 
trict under the name of Norman Martin. I am in- 
formed that George Allen, alias Martin Allén, alias 
the Doctor, alias Kid-Gloved Doctor, alias Norman 
Martin, was the person selected to lay down the six- 
ty-four-thousand-doliar forged check of the New- 

ork Life Insurance Company, which was subsequent! 
laid down by Little Joe Elliott. He was arrested wit 
Matthew Maher, who died in State prison.” 

The inclosed transcript from the records of the 
Court of General Sessions shows that on the 20th 
ot May, 1870, George Allen was convicted of burg- 
lary in the third degree, and was sentenced to 
five years’ imprisonment by Recorder Hackett. 
Detective Sergeant Richard King was in waiting 
in the anteroom of Mr. French’s office when 
Martin appeared, and at once recognized him as 
the person who had been convicted of burglary 
under the name of George Allen. Martin did not 
deny to Mr. French that he had been convicted of 
burglary, but did Ceny most strenuously that he 
had had any connection with the sixty-four-thou- 
sand-dollar forgery of the New-York Life Insur- 
ance Company, or that he was known by the 
aliases mentioned in the District Attorney’s 
communication. He said that he was a mere 
boy when convicted of the burglary, and that 
he had been pardoned and restored to the rights 
of citizenship by Gov. Robinson, since which 
time he had leda reputable life. He produced 
the certificate of his pardon and restoration to 
citizenship. Having been restored to citizen- 
ship, Martin said, he thought that he was_per- 
nal competent to act as an Inspector of Elec- 

ion. 

President French then advised him to tender 
his resignation as the easiest and best method 
out of the dilemma. Martin said that he wanted 
time to consult the person who had recommend- 
ed him for appointment. Mr. French closed the 
interview by informing Martin that unless his 
resignation was in the possession of the Police 
Commissioners by 10 o’clock this morning charges 
would be made against him and he would be dis- 
missed. 


THEFTS IN THE HOFFMAN HOUSE. 





A HANDSOME OVERCOAT THE ONLY CLUE 
TO THE CLEVER THIEF. 


> Two Central Office detectives are look- 
ing for a fashionable hotel thief. So far they 
have been able to get nothing but his fashion- 
able overcoat. About two months ago a guest 
at the Hoffman House reported at the office one 
evening that his room had been robbed during 
his absence. The chambermaid left it all right 
at5o’clock. He camein at’ o’clock and found 
the contents of his trunk scattered over the 
floor. The lock had been forced with a jimmey. 
-— one or two pieces of jewelry had been 
stolen. 

From that time until very recently other 
guests reported similar robberies in different 
parts of the hotel. The trunks of a family in 
mournipg were broken open, but as they con- 
tained no jewels nothing was carried away. A 
couple of Enghshmen on their way across the 
continent came home one night, found their 
“nobby” English clothes piled in confusion on 
the tioor, and about $500 worth of jewelry gone. 
All the thefts were committed, apparently, about 
the same hour in the day, and all by the same 
person. In some cases stolen overcoats were re- 
ported at the office. Whoever got into the bed- 
rooms must have used a skeleton key. Close 
watch was kept, but nobody wascaught. A few 
days ago a gentleman’s room was entered and 
the lock forced from his alligator-skin valise. 
When he came home he found a handsome lieht 
overcoat, made in Paris, thrown over the back 
ota chair with a half-burned candle in one of 
the pockets. A jimmy loop just below the in- 
side pocket told the story. The owner of the 
overcoat never called for it. Some of the em- 
ployes of the hotel think they recollect seeing 
the coat on the back of a nice-looking gentle- 
man who used to read newspapers in the lobby 
very often in the afternoon, and appeared to be 
waiting for some one to come in. Detective 
Jacobs, who is constantly employed at the 
hotel, said yesterday that he was at home ill 
when the robberies occurred, and the atfair had 
been placed in the hands of Central Office men. 
He believed, beyond doubt, that the guilty party 
was an ‘outside professional,” who had made 
himself acquainted with the rooms in the house.

GIFTS FROM MR. VANDERBILT. 
Within the past three months William 
H. Vanderbilt has presented considerable prop- 
erty to his relatives on StatenIsland. The old 
Simonson homestead, at Clifton, which belonged 
to a sister of the wife of Commodore Vanderbilt, 


has been deeded back again to her. It was 
bought in by the Commodore at a toreclosure 
mortgage sale, and the Simonsons obtained the 
rentals therefrom. This place was made the 
headquarters of Gen. Fremont in 1856, when he 
was a Presidential candidate. A year ago it was 
leased to a man who converted it into a Summer 
beer garden. That brought the matter into 
print and Mr. Vanderbilt’s name was connected 
withit. He gave orders that the beer seller’s 
lease should not be renewed, and soon after the 
land was transferred to its former occupants, 
who are now very old. 

Another piece of property that Mr. Vander- 
bilt has given away is the old Vanderbilt home- 
stead on Bay-street, Stapleton, where William 
H. was born. Itisnow occupied by Capt. Will- 
iam White, an old steamboat man, who married 
a near relative to Commodore Vanderbilt. The 
house is at present considerably dilapidated. Mr. 
Vanderbilt bas allowed Capt. White to live there 
without paying rent for some years. It is esti- 
mated that these and two or three other of Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s gifts to relatives on Staten Island 
within two years past have aggregated $50,000 in 
value.
